VIENNA, April 4.—According. to re- 
ports reaching here from. Budapest the 
Hungarian capital has at last awakened 
to the seriousness of the position caused 
by Charies’s continued residence in 
SteInamanger. Peoplé there are begin- 
ning to believe that he really has no 
intention of leaving the country and 
that his departure is far from being 
in ‘sight. 

Negotiations are continually in prog- 
ress between Budapest and Steina- 
manger and opinion in the capital, ac- 
cording to the,reports quoted, is to the 
effect that the Budapest Cabinet will 
make great * concessions’’ to Charles 
if the. neighboring States really intend 
taking military action and if this action 
can be averted only by Charles’s leaving 
the country. .

Charles, it 
is said, is now confined to bed with a 
bad chill, but nobody believes this, and 
it- is regarded ‘as a mere excuse for 
gaining thet all-important commodity, 
time. All official reports speak of 
Charles's imminent return journey, but 
doubts were expressed on all sides as 
to these smooth assurances because 
people realize that when Budapest 
speculates and negotiates and the Little 
Bntente seems unable to take concerted 
action, Charles sits tight and dares 
them all. 

If Charles succeeds in splitting the 
Little Entente, which its failure to take 
action would mean, then Hungary would 
probably think that Charles was worth 
while.

is proposed to appropriate ani 000 for 
this commission. 

There. is still considerable -opposition 
to the inquiry among certain lawmakers 
reflecting’ the attitude of Republican 
leaders in New York City. 

Whether the proposed investigation. is 
to. be‘ made by a Legislative Committee 
or by Commissioners appointed by the 
Governor under the Sherman-Moreland 
act, amended so as to bestow upon the 
Governor the most extensive powers 
that would be necessary, will remain for 
the Legislature to determine. 

Under the law as it now stands, the 
Governor can order an investigation of 
eny of. the administrative departments 
in the State Government, but cannot in- 
itiate an inquiry into the affairs of 
municipalities. 

In his annual message to the Legis- 
lature Governor Miller, with special ref- 
erence to the financial affairs of New 
York City, urged that there be granted 
to him the necessary power to set on 
foot an inquiry with a view to recom- 
mending remedial legislation to next 
year’s lawmaking body. The Legisla- 
ure did nothing to carry out this recom- 
mendation. In his interview today the 
Governor revealed that the proposal had 
met with decided opposition among some 
of the lawmakers, presumably up-State 
Republicans, 


Up-State Bosses Opposed. 


The broader powers would enable Gov- 
ernor, Miller to set on foot an ex- 
tensive inquiry into county governments 
throughout the State. It was a foregone 
conclusion, however, that the Republi- 
can bosses throughout the State would 
not ‘take kindly to such action. The 
county government provides the local 
boss with his political meal ticket. . Al- 
most without exception the up-State 
county administrations are controlled 
by Republicans ene Republican local 
bosses. 

Governor Miller has all along believed 
that there have been and. are. short- 
comings in the financial administration 
of New York City and that there is 
need ‘for legislation to eliminate certain 
features of the Government. It was 
not until today, however, that the Gov- 
ernor, while emphasizing these needs as 
especially calling for a city inquiry, ad- 
mitted that he thought a“ broader ’”’ 
investigation might prove beneficial. 

‘‘T think that an investigation of the 
structure and financial condition of the 
City of New York—the Government— 
with a view to some constructive work 
or the revision of the charter, would 
be ahighly desirable thing,’’ Governor 
Miller said. ‘‘ Some things have been 
brought to my attention which lead. me 
to think that. an investigation, on pos- 
sibly broader dines then that, might 
proye - productive of good.’’

Mrs. W. B. Rankine. Strangely 
Vanishes After Leaving Her Car 


|-at-Queensboro Bridge Plaza. 


CHAUFFEUR TOLD TO WAIT 


Relatives Fear She Suffered. a 
Mental Lapse, and Search 
Is Made in Hospitals. 


SCOUT THEORY OF FOUL PLAY 


Was in Mourning for Mother—Hus- 
band Had Died on Wedding 
Trip In 1905. 


‘A three-daye’ police search has failed 
to reveal any clue to the disappearance 
of Mrs. William Birch Rankine, widow 
of a millionaire lawyer and electric pow- 
er plant owner, who alighted from her 
automobile on last Friday evening at the 
Manhattan approach of the Queensboro 
Bridge and failed_to return to her home 
at 14 East Sixtieth Street. 

It became known only yesterday that 
relatives had been hunting for Mrs. 
Rankine since Friday night and that re- 
ports had been made to the Hast Fifty- 
first Street Police Station and to the 
Bureau of Missing Persons at Police 
Headquarters. Inquiry at hospitals has 
not disclosed any woman answering her 
description, and detectives have not been 
able to find any one who saw her after 
her chauffeur caught his last glimpse of 
her on Friday night at ia daa Street 
and Second Avenue. 

Mrs. Rankins = suffered a nervous 
breakdown about four years ago and 
has been in such ill health lately that a 
nurse has been her companion almost 
constantly. One theory is that she% 
Was seized with a fainting spell or suf- 
fered some injury in a traffic accident 
that might have. caused a mental lapse 
and that she is elther wandering, about 
the city or in some-fnstitution or‘a pri- 
vate home -as an’ Uinidéntified patient: 
No credence:is giyén to the Chetry that 
she.met with fouF play. 

Mother Died Recently. 

Although Mrs. Rankine took an active 
part In society here in the years pre- 
ceding her marriage to William Birch 
Rankine in 1905, she dropped this in- 
terest. after the death of. her. husband 
in:the same year and worked’ as a volut.- 
teér for the. Association for Improving 
the Condition of the Poor and other 
charitable organizations. For the last 
few months she has been in mourning 
again because of the death of her 
mother, Mrs. Edward K..Norton of 44 
West Tenth Street. 

She was dressed in~black when she 
disappeared, and the relatives discard 
the theory that she might have been at- 
tacked and robbed because she usually 
carried only $25 or $50 in cash and wore 
only two rings and a small watch, 
valued at less than $2,000. She also 
wore a small enameled watch of slight 
value. 

According to the story told by Mrs. 
Rankine’s chauffeur, ene got into her 
automobile shortly before 6 o’clock gn 
Friday evening and. told him to take 


her for a short drive. Intending to take}. , 


her across the Queensboro Bridgé to the 
smooth driving of the Long Island roads, 
he started that way, but she stopped 
the yehicle near the Manhattan ap--: 
proach to the bridge at Fifty-ninth 
Street and Second Avenue and told him 
to wait for -her. 

The approach to the Queensboro Bridge 
is one of the busiest traffic points: in 
the city during the ‘‘ rust hour’’ when 
automobiles are moving to and from 
Long Island, and the traffic policemen 
there ordered the chauffeur to move 
about 200 feet Gown Second Avenue. 
After parking his car south of Fifty- 
ninth Street, the chauffeur stood some 
distance nearer the spot where Mrs. 
Rankine had alighted, sc that he could 
observe when she returned. 


Brother Starts Search, 


After « long wait he became appre- 
hensive and called up the apartment to 
ask whether Mrs. Rankine had returned 
there. The nurse telephoned to Mrs. 
Rankine’s brother, Benjamin V. Norton, 
an Assistant. Secretary in the Fifth 
Avenue branch of the Guaranty Trust 
Company, who came to the city ftom 
his home at Pelham Manor to start the 
search, Later he notified the police 
and, with his brother-in-law, W. T. Mul- 
lally, President of the advertising firm 
of Maclay & Mullally, Inc., directed a 
search through-all the city’s institutions. 
This was without result. 

Questioning of shopkeepers and other 
persons in the vicinity of Fifty-ninth 
Street and Second Avenue has failed to 
reveal any clue.that mignt clear up the 
mystery in Mrs. Rankine’s disappear- 
ance. She was not familiar with that 
part of. the city and relatives said that 
they had never .kmown her to go thore 
on. any charitable. mission. The chauf- 
feur did not know ‘whether she intended 
taking a walk ‘over the Queensboro 
Bridge to get the air, and did not aottce 
the direction in which she walked when 
she left the car. 

*“ When she disappeared she was clad 
in black, for she was in mourning,’’ said 
a brief description furnished by her rela- 
tives. ‘‘Her hat was a mannish-gray 
cloth affair, which she wore well dowti 
on her head. Her gloves, shoes and su:t 
were all black; She wore a small watch 
suspended from ‘her neck and besides 
her wedding ring wore two others. One 
was set with two diamonds and a ruby 
and ‘the other with two sapphires and a 
diamond.

Soviet Trade Agents Ordered by Lenin 
To Foment Strikes and General Discontent

_LONDON, April 5.—The Daily Tele- 
‘graph gives the text ofa document, 
‘signed by N. Bukharin y Berezin for 
the Executive Committee of the Third 
Internationale and Pavlov Veltman, -re- 
sponsible director of the Council of Ac- 
tion and Propaganda in the East, em- 
bodying the instructions issued to the 
Soviet. trade delegation at Constanti- 
nople as to methods of subversive pro- 
paganda to be followed by that delega- 
tion. It reads: ; 

‘‘In aiming at the achievement of 
world revolution and the destruction of 
the capitalist régime, the following -in- 
structions must be seriously and con- 
scientiously observed by all: 

‘“* One—Trade relations must always 
serve the interests of the communist 
propaganda of the Third International 
under the’ direct control of its Exec- 
utive Committee. In connection with 
the above statement. we submit the- fol- 
lowing lines on which the work is- to 
be conducted: 

‘“‘The object of primary importance is 
the spreading of discontent among 
workmen and soldiers and the prepara- 
tions of strike and disturbances. 

‘* The Russian Soviet Government pro- 
poses to its foreign representatives to 
enter into negotiations with foreign 
firms on the question of gigantic com- 
mercial transactions. In all these nego- 
tiations with the representatives of firms 
or with manufacturers the question of 
a State guarantee should always -be 
raised before. an order is acknowledged. 
(Note—This point should always be 
raised at the very end of the negotia- 
tfors.) 

‘“‘ Bearing in mind the fact that none 
of the great powers has recognized the 
Soviet Government, no guarantee cquld 
ever be given and the foreign capitalists 
concerned would have to refuse the or- 
ders. Simultaneously, special communist 
comrades should agitate in factories and 
among employes of the firms concerned, 
explaining to them that their owners 
had refused large orders from. the 
Soviets because their capitalist govern- 
ments did not want to trade with Rus- 
sia. 

“Agitators should emphasize that 
owing to such an uncompromising atti- 
tude, the friend of all the proletariat, 
Soviet Russia, is compelled te approach 
other firms of friendly States to fulfill 
her order. All general work in connection 
with the above scheme should be di- 
rected by our comrade of the general’ 
staff, Pogoryelov:- 

« After. the necessary preliminary agi- 
tatior’ it is essential to bring about a 
strike of protest. In case of a favorabie 
outcome of such a strike, the workmen 
participating should be granted @ stb- 
sidy, permitting them to prolong the 
strike, and thus cause economic difficul-_ 
ties in every country. with a view. to 
bringing about a sogial revolution. ~‘ 

“The trade dele xy should always 
be representative of eat nation -and 
no expense must be spared in creat-

Detectives Fire Shots in Pursuit 
of Boy Who Escapes in Cen- 
tral Park Shrubbery. 


HIS COMPANION IS ARRESTED 


$2,500 Gems Recovered Before 
Woman Whose Home Was 
Robbed Knew of Burglary. 


The alertness of two detectives last 
night led to the investigation of two 
youths carrying suspicious looking bun- 
dles, the arrest of one of them, an au- 
tomobile chase after the other up Fifth 
Avenue, accompanied by the firing of 
shots, the escape of the fugitive through 
the shrubbery of Central Park ana the 
discovery of a burglary by the police be- 
fore it was known to a woman who 
had been robbed of $5,000 worth of 
jewelry. 

Detectives Richard Goldang and 
Thomas Foley of the West Sixty-eighth 
Street Station were leaving the Presby- 
terian Hospital at 7 o’clock when they 
noticed two boys, apparently about -15 
years old, hurrying down Madison Ave- 
nue. Each carried a bundle and cast 
furtive glances behind. The detectives 
decided to question them and; one 
grabbed the nearer boy. 

The second lad ducked under the out- 
stretched arms of the other detective, 
ran to Fifth Avenue and jumped to the 
running board of a passing automobile, 
bound uptown. 

Detectives Commandeer Auto. 


The two detectives, dragging the first 
youth between them, followed. Turning 
over their prisoner to a uniformed po- 
liceman, they hailed another passing 
‘Mutomobile and started in pursuit. 

The drivef of the first automobile, ap- 

parently not realizing that the lad on the 
running board had done anything more 
serious than to steal a ride, kept on, 
and the’ two detectives began to fire 
their pistols in the air to bring the auto- 
mobile to a stop and also to notify po- 
licemen further up the ‘street. 
At Highty-seyenth Street the boy 
jumped from the running board, vaulted 
the stone wall bordering Central Park 
and disappeared in the shrubbery. 
After searching for some time the de- 
tectives went back for their prisoner 
and took him to the West Sixty-eighth 
Street station. 

There he gaye his name as Clement 
Maureske, 15 years old, of 401 Eas 
Seventieth Street, and said at first that

WASHINGTON, April’ 4.—The text of 
Secretary of: State Hughes’s memo- 
randum notifying the German Govern- 
ment that the- United States Government 
stands with the Allies in holding Ger- 
many responsible for the war and, there- 
fore, morally bound to make reparation 
to the extent of German ability to pay, 
was made public here today. Recog- 
nition of this obligation by Germany is 
believed by. the Harding Administration 
to be, as declared in the memorandum, 
the “only sound basis on which can be 
built e firm ard just peace under which 
the ‘various nations of Europe * can 


achieve once.-more economic independ- 


ence and stability.”’ 

The candid and direct manner in 
which the American Government has 
taken its stand with the Alles in these 
respects is set forth in instructions 
which Secretary Hughes sent under date 
of: March 29 te Loring’ Dresel, the Amer- 
ican High Commissioner at Berlin,’ di-

Simons’s memorandym ahd the Ameri- 
can reply to the diplomatic. representa- 
tives of the principal allied powers in 
Berlin. ~In-.making public the text of 
the American communication and a 
paraphrase of the German one, Secre- 
tary Hughes fully confirmed. the state- 
ments made in Washington dispatches 
to Tum New YORK TiMEs that there had 
been such an exchange in connection 
with the declaration - of this Govern- 
menht’s policy. 

In giving out the correspondence, the 
State Department also put emphasis on 
the statement that the American Gov- 
ernment’s policy as thus defined was ar- 
rived at independently. It was formu- 
lated: before the arrival of Rene Viviani, 
former Premier of France, who is in 
the. United States on a special. mission 
during which -he- has. been laying the 
cause and’ plight of France before offi- 
clals of the executive and legislative 
branches. of the Government. While the 
decision reached by the Administration 
is not a resylt of the Viviani mission, 
it is ‘none the less pleasing to M. Vivi- 
ani and to the Fyench Government, as 
well as to M. Jusserand, the French Am- 
bessador to thé United States, who has 
been in close touch with high Ameri- 
can officials.

Knox to Offer Amendment. 


It is understood to be the intention of 
Benator Knox to reintroduce his peace 
resolution in the same form in which 
it was passed by the Senate and 
House and vetoed by President Wilson 
fn May, 1920, but that he proposes to 
present an amendment providing that 


f the ace of Europe is again threat- 
oat the. United States will consult with 
the other European powers on_ the 
menace. . a 

As originally introduced, the Knox 
resolution included as a sort of adden- 
dum a declaration that any menace to 
the peace of Europe would be a matter 
of concern to the United States, and 
that if such menace arose we would 
consult with other nations with refer- 
ence to its removal. This provision was 
withdrawn later, as it was thought that 
it oer owes unnecessary discussion 
and delay: Recently there has been 
some discussion as to the advisability 
of including the provision in the -peacé 
resolution, and it is understood to be 
the purpose of Senator Knox to offer 
‘an amendment with a view to having 
the Senate consider making some such 
‘declaration of policy. 

The form in which Senator Knox has 
contemplated offering this amendment 
to the resolution, as passed in May, 1920, 
{s substantially as follows: 

“It is the declared policy of the 
United States, in order to meet fully and 
fairly our obligations to ourselves and 
the world, that the freedom and peace 
of Europe being again threatened by any 

ower or combinations of powers, the 
Inited States will regard such a situa-

ense. 


Text of Knox Revolution. 


The Knox resolution for peace with 
Germany and Austria, as passed by the 
House and Senate last May, and which 
will be reintroduced by Senator Knox 
next week with an amendment provid- 
ing that, the peace of Europe once 
_ more is threatened, the United States 
will co-operate in devising means -for 
the removal of such menace, reads: 

_‘* That the joint resolution of Congress 
passed April 6, 1917, declaring a state 
of war to exist between the Imperial 
German Government and the Govern- 
mient and people of the United States, 
and making provisions to prosecute the 
same, be, and the same is hereby re- 
perp and said state of war is hereby 

eclared at an end. 

‘** Provided, however, that all prop- 
erty of the Imperial German Govern- 
ment, or its successor or successors, 
and of all German nationals which was. 
on April 6, 1917, in.or has since that 
date ‘come into the possession. or under 
the control of the Government of the 
United States or of any of its officers, 
agents or employes, from any source or 
by any agency whatsoever, shall be re- 
tained by the United States and no dis- 
position thereof made, except as shall 
specifically be hereafter provided by 
Congress, until such time as the Ger- 
man Government has, by treaty with the 
United States, ratification whereof is to 

made by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate. made suitable 
provisions for, the satisfaction of ali 
claims against ‘the German Government 
of all persons, wheresoever domiciled, 
who owe permanent allegiance to the 
United States, whether such _ persons 
have suffered through the acts of the 
German Government or its agents since 
July 31, 1914, loss, damage or injury 
to their persons or property, directly or 
indirectly, through the ownership of 
shares of stock in German, American 
or other corporations, or nave suffered 
damage directly in consequence of hos- 
tilities, or of any operations of war, or 
otherwise,.and until the German v= 
ernment: has given further undertakings 
and made provisions by treaty, to be 
ratified by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, for prenting to 
persons owing permanent allegiance to 
the United States, most favored nation 
treatment, whether the same be national 
or’ otherwise, in all matters affecting 
residence, business, profession, trade 
havigation, commerce and industrial 
property rights, and confirming to the 
United States all fines, forfeitures, pen- 
alties and seizures imposed or made by 
the United. States during the war 
whether in respect to the property of 
the an Government or German na- 
tionals, and waiving any pecuniary 
claim based on events which occurred 
at any time before the coming into force 
of such treaty, any existing treaty be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
to the contrary notwithstanding.

States and the Austro-Hungarian Gov- 
ernment.”’ ; 

Senator Knox does not contemplate 
adding anything to his resolution by 
way of declaration of policy with re- 
spect to standing by the Allies in the 

tter of collection of reparations. 
his is not because Senator Knox is 
understood to entertain any opposition 
to such a stand being taken by the 
United States Government, but because 
Secretary of State. Hughes having al- 
ready declared it to be the set policy 
of the United States Government to 
stand with the Allies in holding Ger- 
many responsible for the war’ and mor- 
ally nd to make reparations so far as 
may be possible, it might be superfluous 
to add such a declaration to a resolution 
intended primarily to restore the status 
of peace tween this country, Germany 
and Austria. Should occasion arise for 
a more formal declaration of the atti- 
tude of the United States Government in 
this particular, it would be easy, it was 
pointed out today, to give affirmative 
legislative approval to Secretary 
Hughes’s announced policy, by passing 
a separate resolution or amending the 
Knox resolution to that end. 


Thinks Viviani Is Satisfied. 


Tt is learned that Senator Knox now 
thinks that M. Viviani is satisfied with 
the plan for the passage of a separate 
peace resolution, especially since it has 
been made plain that Germany is to 
obtain no sympathy from the United 
States Government in any effort to es- 
cape just obligations in the matter of 
reparations and that this country will 
not look with favor on any attempt by 
Germany to menace again the peace of 
Europe. M. Viviani, for the first time, 
in his conference yesterday with Sena- 
tor Knox, learned’ the purpose behind 
the Knox peace resolution. and is un- 
derstood to have told Senator Knox that 
until then, he had not clearly under- 
stood all that was involved in the ad- 
vocacy of the separate peace plan. 

It is understood that Senator Knox 
sought to make it. plain to the distin- 
guished Frenchman that. it was not the 
purpose of Republican Administration 
advocates of the Knox resolution to em- 
bark on any project of separate peace 
with a view to leaving the Allies ‘‘in 
the lurch.”’ 

Senator Knox, as a matter of fact, 
sought to make it quite plain. to M. 
Viviani yesterday that in passing a 
resolution for the termination of the 
technical state of war between this 
country, Germany and Austria, such ac- 
tion was contemplated entirely for the 
benefit of the United States. He indi- 
cated that it was difficult to see how 
France or the other allied powers could 
object to the United States making 
peace with Germany, when they had all 
made peace with Germany and re-estab- 
lished diplomatic and trade relations. 
Nor could these nations object, Senator 
Knox indicated, if the United States 
should declare the war at an end and 
thereby not only pave the way for 
direct diplomatic relations with Ger- 
many and for the negotiation of a new 
treaty of amity and commerce, but also 
thereby facilitate the dismantling of the 
war-time machinery which had _ been 
erected in the United States. : 
. Mr. Knox insisted that the making of 
jpeace with Germany, through .termina- 
4ion of the original declaration of war, 
was a domestic proposition intimately 
identified, as he viewed it, with the 
idea of having the legal situation con- 
form to the fact of peace with Ger- 
many. M. Viviani is understood to have 
indicated to Senator Knox that, for the 
first time, the purpose of the separate 

eace resolution was made plain to him 

n a way that made it difficult to raise 
foreign objections to the project. 


Harding’s Stand in Inaugural. 


It was pointed out today that Presi- 
dent Harding, in his inaugural address, 
said: ‘‘ Our eyes never will be blind to 
a developing menace, our ears never 
deaf to the call of civilization,’’ but that 
the United States could be ‘‘ a party to 
no permanent military alliance,’’ and 
‘‘can enter no political commitments, 
nor assume any economic obligations or 
subject our decisions to any other than 
our own authority.’’ 

It is now certain that what President 
Harding and those who have been most 
closely consulted in connection with the 
framing of American foreign policy, 
along what they consider to be inde- 
pendent lines but on a broad basis of 
virile and friendly Americanism, are 
seeking first to achieve is to re-estab-

Stinnes the Greatest Peril to Infant 
Democracy, Which Is Wholly 
Lacking in Political Knowledge.

VIENNA, April 4.—In reviewing im- 
pressions of three weeks in Germany, 
the following points stand out: 

1—Can Germany pay? 

It would require an impartial expert 
examination to answer this question 
dogmatically, but I think any fair ob- 
server would come away believing she 
could. 

Of course, she has not the ready 
money and present resources and early 
installments would be difficult to meet. 
Her wealth is in her unimpaired plants, 
highly skilled management and un- 
deteriorated labor. This labor is not as 
good as before the war and perhaps will 
suffer a further decline, but it has far 
better morale than in the European 
democracies. 

Labor’s discipline and energy are a 
hangover from the system which caused 
so much ruin and should not be pre- 
served and utilized. If Germany could 


with ordinary tact and political sense 
and reach an agreement, the labor con- 
ditions could be kept intact and the 
German machine could function nor- 
mally. 


2—Why does Germany resist and has 
she the will to pay? 


There are many causes of her blun- 
dering resistance. While admitting that 


any defeated people would necessarily 
have a viewpoint different from the 
victors regarding indemnity, Germany 
aggravates 
arrogance and clumsiness. 


People Left Blind With Pride. 


Past achievement has left the people 
with blind pride. While capable in 
most other ways, they are ignorant in 
politics. Their success has given them 
inordinate self esteem and being uncon- 


scious of their political weakness, they 
are unable to approacn tne indemnity 
problem with the necessary mental hu- 
mility. 

This is not to say that the Germans 
are playing a planned game and are 
united to cheat the Allies. Rather is it 
dumb resistance arising from a 
feeling that they age being made the 
victims of French tyranny. It is per- 
haps true, as go often has been con- 
tended, that if a war of destruction had 
been carried into Germany, the German 
sense of what defeat meant might have 
been quickened. 

Lacking political experience and in- 
stinct, the rman mind takes the easi- 
est line, and seizing upon various acts 
of the Entente justifying the idea of 
unfairness and persecution, closes itself 
to the realities of the German position 
as @ necessary consequence of a war 
begun. wantonly, carried on brutally and 
lost completely. 

German political deficiencies cannot be 
charged to the Allies. hey must be 
debited in the account against Germany. 
But in a;strictly cold-viooded and cal- 
culated consideration based on selfish- 
ness al ihe suture S906 of the pbb 
as;@ Wwholesand in. its 44quponent. par 
it anight .be -wise. a aierusent. ie, do 
what is possible to save Germany from 
herself. While the Allies might adopt 
this policy as a matter of magnanimity, 
the Germans are in no position to de- 
mand it. And yet their mouths are 
filled with unpersuasive talk for gener- 
ous treatment for Germany in the inter- 
est of world recovery. 

They argue for the preservation of 
their infant democracy, the prevention 
of Bolshevism, the re-establishment of 
normal trade and so forth. Far. trom 
admitting responsibility for the war, the 
average German shows no effect of the 
bitter experiences in the war and the 
Versailles Treaty, and in his own mind 
insists on moral equality in dealing 
with the Allies. 


Politica] Situation Involved. 


3—What of the political conditions? 

If one had to say baad or good as to 
the present German Government, he 
would be obliged to say il was bad. But 
relatively it is not bad—that is, having 
regard to poverty, political leadership 
owing to lack of political training 
among the peopte, and the total absence 
of that collective spirit which has 
guided democracies in great emergen- 
cies. :

Baleful Influence of Stinnes. 


The worst Junkers in Germany could 
not have exerted such evil influence as 
Hugo Stinnes, backed by his People’s 
Party and his subsidized press. The 
Junkers would have been in the open 
and consolidated the democratic oppo- 
sition, whereas Stinnes appeals to the 
Germans where they are already weak- 
est. He represents the dominant Ger- 
man spirit of success in business, and 
pride based on that success and ignor- 
ance and perversity in politics. Ger- 
many needed a friend to guide her to 
her own ultimate interests, and. there 
came to her an enemy to encourage her 
in narrow nationalism. 

The Government bloc, to which the 
Stinnes party is necessary, cannot have 
political cohesion. A Government which 
must keep such discordant elements to- 
gether in order to survive would be 
structurally weak even if it were per- 
sonally strong. There is nobody in the 
present Government strong enough to 
stand up against Stinnes, who is able 
to crack the whip over it as he pleases. 

Chancellor Fehrenbach is probably a 
man of good intentions. 
fashioned German with a cheerful out- 
look on the world and.when things go 
badly be takes himself to his fiddle. His 
Government exists on sufferance. No- 
body believes for a momefht that he 
would have the power even if he had 
the desire to lead Germany to a settle- 
ment. Actually the Jerry-built democ- 
racy in Germany is tottering. It is a 
‘mere painted drop-curtain behind which 
is the sinister figure of Stinnes, who rep- 
| resents Germany unrepentant and unre- 
i deemed and who is using his power to 
close and bolt the only door open to 
agreement and reconciliation. 

The Only Solution. 

4—What is the solution? 

Germany’s acceptance of allied dicta- 
tion. There are only two methods— 
voluntary acceptance and military com- 
pulsion—and Germany must choose be- 
tween them. If there were a leader as 
strong in enlightenment as Stinnes is in 
narrowness he might be able to impose 
his will on the German people, who have 
been accustomed to take orders. But 
it is difficult to see how acceptance with- 
out compulsion could come about with 
conditions as they are. 

Time is the essence of the whole mat- 
ter. Germany could have dealt more 
favorably a month ago than- she can 
now, and can deal more favorably now 
than a.month hence. She could still 
perhaps undertake her indemnity task 
with plant and organization in com- 
parative good order. But as there is no 
strong Liberal leadership, frank accep- 
tance of dictated terms would require a 
radical revision of the popular German 
viewpoint and a new election teturning 
a Reichstag in sympathy with this pol- 
icy. That would necessitate a campaign 
of education impossible to carry. out 
within the time limit. ‘Recent educa- 
tional activities have all been in the 
wrong direction. 

Dr.<Simons’s speeches before leaving 
for the London Conference gave the 
German mind the justification it craved 
for maintaining stiff-necked resistance. 
Propaganda in the same sense was or- 
ganized and swept all over Germany. 
tverywhere from Cologne to Passau 
you hear the same old threadbare argu- 
ment repeated with apparent conviction. 

‘“The terms are absolutely unfulfil- 
lable. We know we can't pay such an 
amount and our signing would be a lie. 
France is determined to destroy us and 
will accomplish her purpose no matter 
what We do.” 

Such is the drift of opinion in a coun- 
try still great and rich, which has suf- 
fered no ravages and possesses & magni- 
ficent iridustrial machine ready to oper- 
ate to full capacity. They talk of de- 
struction by France—and if they wait for 
military compulsion the consequences tc 
them wijll undoubtedly be very grave— 
but they are still under the spell of 
their old success terms and refuse to 
accept what is inevitable and delude 
themselves with the false hope of some- 
thing turning up to save them. They 
want to get out with something like a 
whole skin. Popularly they lack the in- 
formation and imagination to visualize 
ihe terrible alternative which faces them 
if they persist in negotiating for better 
terms and refuse to accept what is in- 
evitable for a defeated nation. ,

Grave Defect of the Peace Treaty. 


‘‘Now the Germans must face the re- 
sults of their licking, and that means 
indemnity. -We, believing they were re- 
sponsible, have no mercy in our indem- 
nity. But the treaty fixed a sum way 
beyond what can be paid. and also pro- 
vided that somebody should determine 
German capacity to pay and get it out 
of them. But the treaty never gave 
anybody that power. The Reparations 
Commission has not got, it. For that 
reason the Supreme Council has taken a 
hand.

But common 
sense should convince you and us that 
such figures depend on our capacity to 
pay. That means not only our present 
capacity, but our future capacity, so 
that you get part at least of any im- 
provement in our economic conditions. 
Now you go ahead and fix the figure. 
If you want to fix it on the basis of 
the Paris accord, all right. We think 
it too high. We. will tell you why we

Sle yeu ave not convinced by our 
argument you will stick to your figure. 
But stick to it not because you need 
the money, but because you believe the 
figure to be within our capacity. When 
you have determined the figure we will 
do our best to pay it and will give you 
every opportunity to determine for your- 
selves whether we are really trying or 
not.

pay indemnity, but the belief that the 
amount fixed is beyond our capacity 
to pay, which belief would take away 
all incentive. If the German nation 
could see hope by united effort of dig- 
ing out from under its present bur- 
aeas you would win that united effort. 
And this would therefore result in in- 
creasing our capacity for payment—an 
increase which would amount to some- 
thing very substantial. 

“The best way. of arousing this 
would be by fixing a definite .figure 
which we could recognize as within our 
capacity. We recognize because of the 
uncertainty of conditions and the size 
and complexity of the problem that this 
definite figure is probably impossible. 
But even though you fix a figure which 
we regard as impossible, if you at the 
same time give us your assurance you

Secretary Hughes made no reply to these 
overtures except by turning’ over the 
Simons memorandum to the representa- 
tives of the allied powers. 

The German memorandum also at- 
tempted to draw the American State 
Department into a discussion by its crit- 
icism of France, declaring that ‘‘ there 
exists in France only a limited degree of 
concern for the rehabilitation of the 
devastated regions.’’ It is learned, how- 
ever, that there was no intention on the 
part of the United States Government to 
enter into any controversy with Ger- 
many, but only to define the position 
of the United States. ~ 


Text of Hughes Memorandum. 


The instructions sent by Secretary of 
State ‘Hughes to Commissioner Dresel 
directed him to make the following 
statement to Dr. Simons: 

“The American Government is pleased 
to note in the informal memorandum of 
Dr. Simons the unequivocal expression 
on the part of the German Government 
of its desire to afford reparation up to 
the limit of German’ ability to pay. 
This Government stands with the Gov- 
ernments of the Allies in holding Ger- 
many responsible for the war and there- 
fore morally bound to make reparation, 
so far as may be possible. The recogni- 
tion of this obligation. implied in the 
memorandum of Dr. Simons, seems to 
the Government of the United States 
the only sound basis on which can be 
built a firm and Just peace under whicn 
the various nations of Europe can 
achieve once more economic inde- 
pendence and stability. This Govern- 
ment believes that it recognizes in the 
‘memorandum of Dr. Simons a sincere 


such negotiations, once resumed, may 
lead to a prompt settlement which will 
at the same time satisfy the just claims 
of the Allies and permit Germany hope- 
fully to renew its productive activities.” 
Paraphrase of Simons Appeal. 

The paraphrase of the memorandum 
from Dr. Simons, as made public ‘by 
Secretary Hughes, reads: 

‘It is the earnest desire of the Gov- 
ernment of Germany to reach an accord 
with the Governments of the allied and 
associated powers, and it is sincere in 
its purpose to meet their requirements 
as far as possible. That an agreement 
was not reached at the conference of 
London on the question of reparations 
is a matter of extreme regret to the 
Government of Germany. In their effort 
to reach an agreement the delegates 
from Germany went far beyond the 
limits considered possible for Germany 
in the judgment of an overwhelming 
majority of her economic experts. 

“It has been asserted that Germany 
is reluctant to recognize her obligation 
to make reparations. This is not cor- 
rect. It is entirely clear, not only to 
the Government of Germany but to the 
German people also, that Germany must 
make reparation to the Hmit of her 
ability to pay. This realization on the 
part of Germany will not be altered in 
any way by any changes which may 
take place in, the internal politics of the 
country. Every responsible group, par- 
ticularly the workmen of Germany, are 
imbued with the determination to do all 
that lies in their power to help in recon- 
structing the regions which have been 
devastated. 

‘Fundamental to this determination 
is the sober conviction on the part of 
responsible circles in Germany that an 
early removal of all traces of the devas- 
tations caused in France is to the best 
interest of Germany. It is the con- 
sensus of opinion, also, that the pro- 
posals made by Germany in regard to 
reparations must consider fully the fi- 
nancial necessities of the allied. and as- 
sociated Governments and particularly 
of France. 

*“*In view of the foregoing, two con- 
siderations in regard to reparations pre- 
sent themselves, both of which are of 
importance. These considerations are, 
first, the matter of the rehabilitation of 
the devastated regions, and, second, the 
immediate establishment by Germany of 
an actual sum of cash money, in for- 
sign exchange, of important propor- 
ons. 


Stricture on French Methods. 


‘In addressing ourselves to the first 
particular, namely, the rehabilitation of 
the devastated regions, certain facts are 
at once apparent. For four years ten 
of the eighty-six departments of France 
served as the theatre of the war and 
sustained the severest blows of the con-

In these ten departments a num- 
towns and villages are 
either partly or entirely destroyed and

“Only a little has been accomplished 
toward the rebuilding of homes, the re- 
occupation and the recultivation of the 
land in the two years that have elapsed 
since the ending of the war. For the 
immediate rehabilitation of these devas- 
tated regions Germany has repeatedly 
proffered labor,. technical advice and 
material assistance. These offers have 
not been accepted, nor have they even 
reached the point of diplomatic ex- 
change. 

‘““The reason is not far to seek. Pe- 
culiar though it may seem, there exists 
in France only a limited degree of con- 
cern for the rehabilitation of the dévas- 
tated regions. Advance indemnities have 
been given to the former occupants of 
the soil, and these occupants have re- 
moved to other parts of the country and 
taken up their abode there. The salvag- 
ing of the abandoned war materials, and 
the cleaning up of the war areas has 
been undertaken by influential grolips 
of promoters who are making no effort 
to expedite the performance of their 
contracts. The fact that influential 
opinion in France sees in the deVastated 
regions a remarkable opportunity for a 
political agitation which will always 
make a deep impression on the minds of 
the. pedple of France and on foreigners 
has an important bearing on the issue. 

‘“The German Government does not 
desire to see hate perpetuated between 
nations. In accordance with this pur- 
pose, it intends to submit fresh pro- 
posals on this subject to the Jovern- 
ment of France, the details of which are 
now under consijeration and the sub- 
Ject of discussion with the laborers of 
Germany. Should the Government of 
France entertain objections to the em- 
ployment’ of numbers of German iabor- 
ers in the areas undergoing re*zonstruc- 
tion, the Government of Germany stands 
ready to offer to France good offices 
and resources in whatever form is ac- 
ceptable. 


Difficulties of Direct Pay. 


‘““In respect of the second considera- 
tion, namely: the immediate establish- 
ment by Germany of an actual sum of 
cash money, in foreign exchange, of im- 
portant proportions, it is obvious that 
Germany can fulfill this obligation only 


through large increases in the volume of 
her exports. The memoranda prepared 
by the economic experts of Germany 
for use at the conference at London 
demonstrated how huge this increase in 
Germany's exports necessarily would: be 
if great sums of money were thereby to. 
be obtained, ana the menace this great 
increase would imply to the economic 
life of other countries. Conceding even 
this, it further remains that the sums 
in cash required could not be imme- 
diately realized. 

‘“Other considerations have been ad- 
vanced at various times, among them 
the proposal, that our former opponents 





in the’ great war ‘should participate in 
the returns “from Ge industry, 
either through’ taking shares of the capi- 


¢ ‘ 


wide stretches of fertile farming ‘lands | 
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tal stocks of German companies or by 
other forms of the sharing of profits. 
Such a proposal would produce only 
roceeds in paper marks, valueless to 
oreign creditors. 

‘“Indeed, the allied and associated 
governments themselves negatived these 
proposals, in the Treaty of Versailles, 
by taking for themselves a first mort- 
gage on the total wealth and all sources 
of income of the German Commonwealth 
and States.

“An international loan, in favor of 
which the allied and associated govern- 
ments would waive their general mort- 
gage, constitutes the only solution of the 
problem, The Government of Germany 
is prepared to offer the necessary se- 
curities for the safety of such a loan. 
It is the opinion of the German Govern- 
ment that if the loan were properly 
organized and offered, and if those who 
have evaded taxation be granted a gen- 
eral‘amnesty, the large sums of Ger- 
man capital which have secretly with- 
; n from Germany could again be 
drawn in for the loan and thereby be- 
come available for the reparations. 

“It has been reiterated by the allied 
and associated Governments that the 
situation of Germany is better than that 
of many .of the allied and. associated 
countries, due to the fact that Germany 
has no foreign debts. Germany would 
not be unwilling to assume the obliga- 
tion of the interest and the amortiza- 
tion.of the foreign debts of the allied 
and associated powers, within the limit! 
of her capacity, should this measure be| 
entertained by the allied and associated 
Governments and their creditors.

"- GERMAN TERRORISTS 


Berlin Police Accuse the Vogtland 
Bandit of Having Planned 
Recent Red Outrages.

BERLIN, April 4.—The Berlin police 
say they have traced the attempt to 
blow up the Victory column and various 
other attempted or accomplished out- 
rages in Berlin and Central Germany 
to Max Hoelz, the bandit chieftain who 
about a year ago harassed the Vogtland 
district, burning factories and public 
buildings and. extorting millions and 
finally fled to Prague, where he was 
arrested, afterward making his escape. 

Since that time Hoelz has kept in hid- 
ing until about four weeks ago he re- 
turned to Berlin under the name of 
Ferry. Provided ‘with plenty of money 
and enormous quantities of explosives, 
he was introduced to a limited circle of 
communist leaders as a stranger dele- 
gated by foreign communists to aid 
their Berlin brethren, his assumed name 
and his residence of several years in 
England standing him in good stead for 
his purposes. Hoelz, or Ferry, declared 
that the new revolution must be ini- 
tiated by numerous acts of terrorism, 
for which he could provide explosives 
of all kinds. The attempt to dynamite 
the Victory column was then fixed upon 
for the first of the series. Hoelz person- 
jally superintended this attempt, and 
‘after its failure devised a number of 
| other outrages of a similar kind. He 
‘left large quantities of explosives with 
| friends in Berlin and. then returned to 
{Central Germany, where he said his 
| presence was imperative. Several other 
Berlin attempts at dynamiting were 
more or less unsuccessful, and when the 
communists found that the police were 
able to suppress the revolt they simply 
tried to get rid of the supply of ex- 
plosives on hand by placing them any- 
where near bridges or houses and run- 


ning away. 

The history of the recent revolt, how- 
ever, shows that Hoelz was more suc- 
cessful in Central Germany, where the 
explosions did a great deal of damage. 
He has again managed to escape at the 
critical moment. 


RHINE CUSTOMS TARIFF 


Effect Tomorrow—Dusseldorf 
and Hochst Chief Centres. 


COBLENZ, April 4.— Beginning 
Wednesday the new customs adminis- 
tration in occupied Rhineland comes into 
effect. The Rhineland Commission re- 
ceived from the Ambassadors’ Council 
today the text of the commission’s re- 
port, which was approved Saturday with 
slight modifications of details. 

The commission will meet tomorrow to 
settle these details and also to decide 
on a definite Eastern customs fron- 
tier: in the occupied territories. This, 
it. is said, will not necessarily, follow 
the: military outposts and zones, but 
will be arranged with a view to the 
greatest technical facilities.

- SENDS ULTIMATUM 


Hungary Told War Will Follow 
Failure to Deport Charles 
by 6 P. M. Tomorrow. 


NO HAPSBURG TOLERATED 


Transference of Western Hungary 
to Austria Without Further 
. Delay to Be Required.

PARIS, April 4.—The effort of Charles 
Hapsburg to regain the Hungarian 
throne may yet cause trouble. Foreign 
Minister Benes of Czechoslovakia de- 
clares that if the former Emperor has 
not left Hungary by Thursday troops of 
the Little Entente will act. 

In the meanwhile, so far as is known 
in Paris, Charles has not left Hungary. 
On whether or not his very bad cold, 
which is given as the reason for his 
inertia, lasts over Thursday may de- 
pend important events. 

It was reported yesteraay that the Lit- 
le Entente—Jugoslavia, Czechoslovaki 
and Rumania—had served an ultimatum 
on Budapest. The Petit Parisien sent a 
telegram to the Prague ‘Government 
asking for information and received the 
following reply from Minister Benes: 

“The Czechoslovak Republic will never 
permit the return of any Hapsburg to 
power. At the first moment, in accord 
with Italy, Jugoslavia and Rumania, she 
acted with regard to Hungary, announce- 
ing the energetic measures which would 
be taken in case the Government and 
National Assembly at Budapest should 
act against the decisions of the Council 
of Ambassadors and against the policy 
of the Little Entente. 

‘““We shall not modify our attitude. 
The Czechoslovak Republic will demand 
effective guarantees against a repetition 
of the present events. All those who 
have taken part in the advénture should 
understand that such criminal efforts 
cannot remain unpunished. 

‘‘We are in accord therein with our 
friends of the Little Entente. All nec- 
essary preparations from a_ military 
point of view have been taken by 
Czechoslovakia. If next Thursday the 
adventure is not definitely terminated 
the first measures will be taken. 

“The result of this effort will be 
triple. Charles and the other Haps- 
burgs will render their return to power 
impossible because of the measures 
which will be taken by the neighbors 
of Hungary. Hungary and the Magyar 
nation will suffer because their neigh- 
bors will lose the little confidence they 


had been disposed to show recently. The 
democracy of Central Europe will be 
warned to be on guard and not to lose 
sight of the danger of reaction which 
threatens us and is being planned not 
only at Budapest but at Munich, and 
perhaps also at Berlin. 

‘The elements‘ favorable to Charles 
and to restoration in general are larger 
than is supposed, but by our energetic 
attitude and by the attitude of our 
friends, they were greatly surprised and 
so frightened that they have not re- 
vealed themselves in force.

But Chancellor Mayr Deplores 
the Limitation of Help to ~ 
Private Credits. 


FEARS BURDENSOME TERMS 


Sees No Prospect of Union With 
Germany Under Present 
. Conditions.

VIENNA, April 4.—I had a long talk 
with Chancellor Mayr today. He spoke 

feelingly of America’s help to Austria. 
‘* After so much generosity I am sorry 
that we must beg for more,’’ he said. 
The Chancellor then, in reply to ques- 
tions, discussed economic conditions and 
the possibilities of union with Germany. 
While careful to avoid any utterance 
which Germany might consider med- 
dling or which the Austrian Pan-Ger- 
man Party, which forms part of the 
Government bloc in Parliament, might 
resent, it was plain that the Chancellor 


@| hoped that Germany. would see a new 


light in approaching a settlement. 

‘‘ What were your impressions in Paris 
and London? ” I asked. . 

‘‘ My impression is that there is really 
good-will to help us,”’ he replied, ‘‘ and 
that these governments—French, Eng- 
lish and Italian—are insurers of the 
financial situation. They don’t dare 
give government credits, although public 
opinion is for such credits. English 
bankers and financiers have represented 
to the Government that although public 
opinion is oppoged to waste they don’t 
consider a loan to Austria as at all sub- 
ject to that crititism. However, the 
governments have advised us that in 
view of the financtal conditions we could 
not depend on Government credits, but 
must seek private credits.’’ 

‘““Do you belteve rhat the credit 
scheme agreed on will help Austria,’ 
was asked. 

‘*T suppose that depends an ¢he meas- 
ures which the allied governments will 
take,’’ the Chancellor answered. ‘‘ If 
they simply let us drift in these private 
credits without giving guarantees and 
influencing their government banks to 
float the loans, then don’t think this 
scheme will help us.’’ 

‘*I cannot see why a private banker. 
would be interested in granting credits 
to-Austria if he can get the same 8 per 
cent. on loans in his own country. There- 
fore if we don’t get government credit, 
the terms might be so burdensome that 
we wouldn't be able to bear them. If 
the governments do not underwrite the 
loans, the result would be a financial 
raid and after the raid was over we 
would be worse off than before.’’ 

‘““What about Austria joining Ger- 
many?’’ was the next questéon. 

‘““We in Austria want an end of war,”’ 
Chancellor Mayr said. ‘‘ We want to 
be at peace with the world and have an 
opportunity to work out our own salva- 
tion. We want a settlement of the past 
that would make possible the dawning 
of a new era of good-will among the na- 
tions that engaged in the war. The 

uestion of union between Austria and 

rmany depends<on the final regula- 
tion of the situation between Germany 
and the allied powers. 

‘* For us actually the Peace Treaty of 
St. Germain must be the basis of our 
policy. We can join Germany only 
with the consent of the League of Na- 
tions. We know that under the actual 
circumstances thig consent would not 
be given us. Therefore we must shape 
our policy according to these circum- 
stances. 

“What we want is to get a fair trial 
for the policy of independent economic 
and political life for Austria. So far 
we have never got a fair deal because 
we are a country which has been forced 
to live outside the economic body .in 
which it previously lived, and it will 
take years to adapt our economic life 
to the new circumstances. 

‘“‘ At this time we want food and coal 
until we get our productive measures 
going and can pay for the necessary 
imports with our exports. It is true 
we were saved from starvation, princi- 
pally by the Hoover Relief, but we never 
got the necessary flour or necessary 
coal, but always only part of it. And 
so we have not been able to develop 
our full industriai effort. The compre- 
hensive plans of the Reparations Com- 
mission have been rejected by the al- 
lied powers on account of their finan- 
cial difficulties, and they tell us that 
Loo reckon on Government cred- 
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Continuing, the Chancellor said: . 

‘‘ We will therefore have to try private 
help. But' we cannot understand why 
a country which cannot live without this 
help, and cannot get bap should be 
cer, to live independently. This 
would make an impossible position. It 
would mean that the country has to 
perish physically by disease, starvation 
or by civil war. But we do not believe 
that the allied countries would con- 
demn us to this fate. 

‘‘ The allied powers now want us to try 
private help under the control of na- 
tions, and we will do this fairly and 
sincerely. But if it should not prove 
possible, then our only hope would be 


that relations between the allied pow 
and Germany. in the. meantime would 
be settled in such a way that the aetual 
difficulties would be wiped out and we 
would be ‘permitted then to take up the 
question of union with Germany accord- 
ing to clauses of the Peace ‘Treaty. 

“We would not be able to under- 
stand why it should not be possible for 
the allied powers and Germany to agree 
that the section of the Reparations 
Commission seated at Berlin would de- 
termine the question of whether or not 
Germany had fulfilled its terms up to 
} her capacity.’’ . @ 

‘“‘Can the Christian Socialists carry 
on alone or will they be forced.to get 
into a coalition?’ was asked. 

“The Christian Sdcialists had to take 
over the Government, though they knew 
how difficult the situation is,’’ was the 
reply, ‘‘ because the other parties re- 
fused to take part in the Government, 
The Christian Socialists being «the larg- 
est party in Parliament, though they 
lack a majority, took this difficult task, 
because they do everything possible to 
help toward the reconstruction of our 
country. We have carried on alone so 
far and hope to continue. The other 
parties are not solng, in their opposi- 
tion, so far that it would endanger 
the life of our country.”’ 

“Why is the Government attacked 
by the Pan-Germanists?’” 

“The Pan-Germanists are not taking 

art in the Government, but they are 
caping the Christian Socialists, to form 
a majority. They are attacking on cer- 
tain occasions because they reproach the 
Government with trying to live up too 
strictly to the policy of the allied pow- 
crs. They say that they Blsceny see 
that the necessary help is not forth- 
coming and that the time spent in 
trying to arrange the situation is lost. 
But we are convinced that we must try. 
Even if the task is difficult, we must 
persist.”

BGYPT'S HERO DUE 
IN CAIRO TODAY 


Zaghlul Pasha, Exiled National- 


ist Leader, Returning 
From Europe. 


PLANNED 


City Ablaze With Crimson Banners, 
Typifying Independence—Brit- 


Ish Confined to Barracks.

CAIRO, April 3,—Saad Zaghlut Pasha, 
Teader’ of the Egyptian Nationalists in 
their fight for independence, will arrive 
here tomorrow from Europe for his first 
visit to Kis native land since 1919. Mon- 
day and Tuesday, it is predicted here, 
will be the two most important days in 
modern Egyptian history, for with the 
arrival of Zaghlul will begin conferences 
which it is generally believed will re- 
sult inthe solution of the Egyptian 
problem. 

Certainly preparations such as Egypt 
has never witnessed before are on foot 
to welcome the popular leader. The 


moderate element is apparently in full 
control of them, but a certain amount of 
anxiety is felt among foreigners. The 
demonstration is expected to be chiefly 
in Catro, the’ home of Zaghlul. Others 
will take place in Alexandria upon the 
arrival of his stéamship and all the vil- 
lages along the railway route to Cairo, 
which latter are planning to welcome 
Zaghlul according to their ability. Bus- 
iness will be entirely suspended through- 
out the country.on Tuesday. 

Every officer and man in British 
forces on duty here are ordered to re- 
main in barracks that day. So far as 
can be learned only the usual police 
forces ‘reinforced by Egyptian native 
troops will, be in evidence. With the 
lessons of previous demonstrations which 
have ended ‘seriously in mind, it is be- 
lieved, however, that the British troops 
will be a state of preparedness for any 
eventuality. 

The plans for the reception of Zaghlul 
are entirely in the hands of a native 
reception committee. The advice of such 
guardians of public safety as Russell 
Bey, the English chief of native police, 
and the commanding officers of the Brit- 
ish troops stationed here has also been 
sought, and with their assistance the 
route of the parade has been laid out..It 
will traverse the main portion of the 
European quarter, passing the two chief 
hotels, where many American tourists, 
the vanguard of the season, are stopping, 
and will be dismissed at the home of 
Zaghlul in the exclusive Kasrel Doubara 
section, in the neighborhood of the Resi- 
dency of Lord Allenby, High Commis- 
sioner of Great Britain 

Despite the utmost precautions of the 
Nationalist leaders, who desire a digni- 
fied reception of their hero, bands of 
students have appeared in the streets in 
the last few days waving banners and 
shouting their slogan, ‘‘ Egypt for the 
Egyptians.’’ No disorder has been re- 
ported, and in fact the native police use 
stern measures to put down any attempts 
at anti-foreign or anti-British demon- 
strations. The students of the Moham- 
medan University of El Azhar, who come 
from all parts of the Moslem world, are 
especially noticeable in these nightly 
parades, wearing their distinctive ‘' gal- 
labiehs ’’ with white turbans. The neigh- 
borhood of the foreign hotels is selected 
as the centre of such demonstrations, 
with native cheer leaders, familiar with 
English and French, prompting the 
marchers. The city is bedecked with 
crimson banners bearing a single cres- 
cent and the triple-starred emblem of 
Bgeypt. The business quarter is a mass 
of red from one end to the other. In 
this section nationality is subordinated 
to discretion. Thus Armenians, Syrians, 
Jews and Greeks vie with one another in 
decorating their shops and buildings with 
the Egyptian colors. The foreign traders 
are witholding railway shipments to 
other parts of Egypt until the demon- 
stration is over. Railway travel will be 
suspended throughout the cogntry from 
midnight Monday until 6 o’@ock Tues- 
day night, except by the special train 
ordered for Zaghlul. 


FAIL TO PROCLAIM ~ 
PRESIDENT OF CUBA 


House of Representatives Has 
No Quorum Because Most 
Liberals Stay Away.

HAVANA, April 4.—The House of Rep- 
resentatives did not proclaim the elec- 
tion of a new President today, as ap- 
pointed by the Constitution, and the 


banquet of victory, which was to have 
been tendered tonight to Dr. Alfredo 
Zayas as the successful candidate of 
the National League, was indefinitely 
postponed. 

The old House of Representatives 
passed out of existence at 12 o'clock 
roon. At 3 o'clock, when the new House 
was called to order, no quorum was 
present. Some members were absent 
because the certificates of their elec- 
tlon had been held up until the Supreme 
Court determined who were legally 
elected. Elections have been proclaimed 
in only two provinces, Pinar -del Rio 
and Camaguey. 

But while practically every member of 
the National League, which includes 
members of the old Conservative Party, 
were in their seats, only three Liberals 
appeared. This trio, while exercising 
their prerogatives as members to enter 
the House, came really as observers for 
the Parliamentary Council of the Liberal 
Party, which was in session at national 
headquarters, about a mile away. 


LONG BEACH ESTATES SUED. 


Stevens Institute Man Wants Ade- 
quate Sewer Built. 


A suit to compel the Estates of Long 


Beach, which has disposed of a large 
part of realty at that resort on Long 
Island, to have an adequate sewer sys- 
tem constructed there, was filed in the 
Supreme Court yesterday by Dr. Alex- 
ander C. Humphreys of Stevens Insti- 
tute. Dr. Humphreys says he bought 
five lots at the place for $4,875, and that 
the sale agreement bound the seller to 
build sewers, lay telephone and electric 
conduits and construct a concrete side- 
walk five feet wide. He complains that 
the corporation has failed to ‘‘ construct 
a proper sewer,’’ and has failed to com- 
ply with the health laws of the State 
and the Town of Hempstead.

Andreas, King’s Brother, Re- 
ported Dead of Wounds 


Received Near Brusa. 


‘ATHENS ADMITS A CHECK 


But Says the Enemy Is Not Pureu- 
ing—Turks Say They Have 
Destroyed Two Divisions. 


LONDON, April 4.—Prince Andreas of 
Greece, brother of King Constantine, has 
died from woynds received in fighting 
near Brusa, says a Constantinople dis- 
patch to The Evenings News, quoting a 
Turkish announcement. The Turks also 
assert that General Vlachapoulos, who 
was in command of the Greek attack 
against the Turkish Nationalists on the 
Brusa front, has been killed in action. 


CONSTANTINOPLD, April 4 (Asso- 
clated Press).—The Greek Army, which 
has been operating against Hski-Shehr 
has been driven back behind the Brusa 
line in consequence of its defeat by the 
Turkish Nationalists, according to Turk- 
ish official reports. 

The Greek official communication of 
April 8 admits that operations on the 
Eski-Shehr front have been halted, but 
declares that the enemy is not pursu- 
ing.

Adjournment Until Today in Suit 
for Rate Rise Injunction. 


The suit of the City of New York 
against the New York Telephone Com- 
pany for an injunction restraining it

Paris Coart Finds for Berlin Cred- 
itors Despite Vicence’s Claim 
for War Spoliation.

PARIS, April 4.—Before the war the 
Duc de Vicence d’Espeuilles bought a 
house tn the Avenue de Wagram in 
Paris on which a Berlin insurance com- 
pany held a mortgage for 900,000 francs. 
Since then the interest on the mortgage 
hasn’t been paid, and the Berlin com- 
pany has been seeking payment through 
the French courts. 

The Duke’s defense was that during 
the war his estate at Cauldincourt, near 
St. Quentin, worth 3,000,000 francs, was 
destroyed by the Germans, and that if 
he owed anything on ‘account of the 
mortgage it was owed under the treaty 
to the Fr Government, which in 
turn owed 3,000,000 francs on 
reparations account.

Twelve Knocked Down Before Man 
Leaps to Driver's Seat and 
Shuts Off Power. 


When Policeman Sauer of the Fifth 
Street Station and Patrick Frain, 
motorman, undertook yesterday to push 
a motor truck out of the path of a Tenth 
‘Street crosstown surface car the motor 
suddenly started, they said, and before 
the truck could be checked it dashed into 
a group of men and women standing 
about push carts in Tenth Street, be- 
tween Avenues B and C, knocking down 
twelve of them, 

Mrs. Esther Sussman, 28 years old, of 
625 Hast Twelfth Street, who, with her 
daughter, Frieda, 6 years old, was 
‘standing directly in the path of the 
truck, was the most seriously injured, 
suffering a fracture of the skull, from 
which she was expected to die. She was 
thrown ten feet. Her little daughter 
also was knocked down when the truck 
struck her a glancing blow, suffering 
cuts and bruises’ about the head and 
bedy. 

According to the policeman and the 
motorman, the truck owned by Joseph 
Wickler of 510 East Twentieth Street, 
was left standing on the car track in 
front of 3879 East Tenth Street by Louis 
Slecher, the chauffeur, of 93 Clinton 
Street, while he was delivering a par- 
cel at that address. 

The policeman and the motorman, 
rided by several other men, started to 
push the truck off the rails. The brake

Sussman and her daughter to the hospi- 
ta Later the girl was sent to her 
home. The policeman served a sum- 
mons on Blecher for obstructing traffic. 
He was unable to explain the sudden 
starting of the motor. 

In responding to a call for a pulmotor 
at 119 Clarkson Avenue, Brooklyn, yes- 
terday, Thomas Shanley, 60 years old, 
foreman of the pulmotor squad of a 
Brooklyn gas company, was struck by 
an automobile and the driver escaped. 
Shanley was carrying the pulmotor to 
the aid of Arthur Brown, a tenant in 
the Clarkson Avenue house, when the 
automobile knocked him down.

GERMANY SEES HOPE . 
IN THE HUGHES NOT. 


Officials Still Believe America May 
Help in Solving Reparations 
Problem. 


BERLIN, April 4 (Associated Press). 
—The note sent by Dr. Simons, the For- 
eign Minister, discussing reparations and 
suggesting that Germany is willing to 
assume her debts to the Allies, and the 
reply of the American Secretary of, 
State, Charles E. Hughes, delivered to 
the German Foreign Office on March 
31 by the American Commissioner, Lor- 
ing Dresel, wefe published tonight by the 
German Government. 

While the note from Secretary Hughes 
is brief, the German officials interpret 
it as friendly in spirit, and the mere fact 
that the United States answered at all 
is looked upon as a hopeful sign that 
the American Government may exert its 
good offices in solving the reparations 
problem.

A series of fires in downtown build: 
ines last night, including one in a 5 and 
10 cent store, culminated just befor¢ 
midnight, when much of the lower sec.

The Public Health Service has the 
responsibility of caring for the sick, 
wounded and disabled requiring treat- 
ment. The number of these cases is 
gradually increasing, the large major- 
ity of them being tubercular or mental. 
Facilities for their treatment have not 
been provided as rapidly as necessary. 
Indesd, full advantage has not been 
taken of all the hospital facilities and 
personnel made available by other «de- 
partments of the Government. On the 
other hand, the Public Health Service 
has not been permitted in many instan- 
ces to expend the necessary funds for 
repairing and placing certain of these 
facilities in order. But there seems to 

much just criticism against the Pub- 
lic Health Service itself. If reports are 
true, it does not appear to be adequate- 
ly organized, and it undoubtedly has 
among its oer rsonnel many who are in- 
efficient. om all accounts its man- 
agement of hospitals and care of sick 
and wounded are matters that demand 
early investigation.

LEGION DEMANDS HOSPITAL 





Insists State Spend $3,000,000 on 


Care of World-War Insane. 

Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, April 4.—Claiming that af- 
flicted World War veterdns should not 
be made to suffer because of any State 
retrenchment program, Amertcan Legion 
posts of the State tonight began vigor- 
ous action to deter the Legislature from 


abandoning construction of a _ hospital 
for veteran insane. 

The Military Hospital Commission re- 
cently recommended to the Legislature 
that an appropriation of $3,000,000, set 
aside as the State’s share of cost of con- 
struction of the hospital, be turned back 
into the Treasury because of failure of 
the Federal Government to live up to 
financial agreements with the State. 
Against this action the American Legion 
protests and asserts that the State 
should go ahead with the project -re- 
gardless of Federal Government action. 

Assemblyman James T. Carroll of 
Kings, Republican, will introduce a 
measure providing for State construction 
of the hospital, he announced tonight.

Society Says 
Angulsh” in Seeing Others Slain. 


Cattle suffer ‘‘ mental anguish’’ when 
they see one another slaughtered at 
abattoirs, according to officials of the 
Amcrican Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to. Animals, which soon will 
sponsor legislation to have each animal 
killed outside the presence of others. 
Hogs, sheep and other dumb meat pro- 
ducers likewise are terrorized by such 
practices, the society contends. 

Among the reforms which the organ- 
ization will seek to effect by le islation 
is abolishing of the practice of ‘‘ cast- 
ing’’ animals’ before slaughter. This 
consists of binding their hind legs with 
rope or chain and then hauling them up 
with a windlass’so that their head and 
moreparts suspend downward. While 
dangling in this pas the throats of 
the beasts are cut, the Society asserts. 

It is argued that such’ practices cause 
the animals to suffer, and that the only 
humahe and proper way to. shaughter 
them is by first stunning with a sledge 


hammer blow between the eyes, causing 
instantaneous insensibility.

‘* We believe that mass meetings held 
by racial groups for political effect are 
at best ill-advised, and we are unwilling 
to have our names or that of our organ- 
ization linked with any movement giving 
the slight warrant for certain men_ to 
claim, as they have in the past, that 
they voice opinions, or more particularly 
can deliver the vote, of 6,000,000 citizens 
of German extraction. 

‘* We have, therefore (by resolution of 
May 6, 1916), taken stand against polit- 
ical alignment along racial lines. We 
insist upon unhyphenated citizenship.’’

Americans May Leave or Enter 
United States Without Permits. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—American 
citizens entering or leaving the United 
States no longer will be required to ob- 
tain passports or permits, the State De- 
partment announced today after receiy- 
ing an opinion by Attorney General 
Daugherty. Aliens leaving the country 
may also do so without permits, but 
passport control remain in effect in the 
cases of aliens entering the United 
States. . 

The opinion of the Attorney General 
was called for to clarify the situation 
resulting from the inadvertent action of 
the last’ Cnogress in terminating the 
Passport Control act of 1918 relating 
to the entrance and departure of Amer- 
ican citizens and to the departure of 
aliens. The Attorney General ruled 
that, in view of a provision in the last 
diplomatic ‘and consular appropriation 
act, the. limitations still were n opera- 
tion with regard to aliens entering. the 
United States. 

The State Department, however, was 
said to consider it advisable for Amér- 
ican citizens who expect to visit foreign 
countries to inquire of diplomatic and 
‘consular officers of those countries 
whether they would be required to pre- 
sent vise passports in order to enter, 
and also to ascertain what documents, 
if any, would be accepted by those coun-

He 
considers it too early to trace the ef- 
fects of the war on thé democratic in+ 
stitutions which he studiés and tells 
the reader that his work must be con- 
sidered mainly as dealing with the con 
ditions of 1914.

~Different Phases Discussed. 


** Modern Democracies" is not merély 
an examination of the democratic in- 
atitutions of the six countries, but an 
investigation of how the democracies 
came to be, of the temperaments and 
traditions of the peoples who have 
adopted the institutions, of the workings 
of the press and public opinion, the 
power of wealth and the struggles of 
conservatism, liberalism and radicalism. 

.Viscount Bryce placed Great Britain 
among the democracies, in spite of her 
preservation of the scenery of ogy By ane 
aristocracy, but-he does not give 
place in his work because his own rae 
mersion in British public life unfits him, 
in his opinion, for the task, which is 
- left by him for the foreigner. Canada, 
in spite of her monarchical appendix, 
is more democratic than the Uni 
States, according to the author. ie 
bases this opinion on the jealousy of the 
Canadians in granting e veto power 
and other sweeping authorities to the 
‘ executive, either in the Dominion or in 
local governments. 

The United States, the former British 

bassador’s most thoroughly. con- 
quered province of learning, occupies 
more of the volumes than the other five 
countries. But democracies are not 
treated as isolated products of the last 
centur ry and a half. The career of the 
idea of democracy is traced through the 
world’s hist us f 
eat difficulty in -writing, the 
book, i‘ in’ his preface, 
was that of keeping the work within 
reasonable limits and keeping out of 
seductive by athe; such as that of dis- 
_. cussing ‘‘ schemes of social reconstruc- 
|\tlon”’ which have been coming to the 
front every century. 


Why He Avoids Social Schemes. 


“Though frequently compelled to 
mention such schemes,’’ he gays, ‘‘I 
have abstained from any expressions 
of opinion, not merely for the sake of 
avoiding controversy, but because it 


seems to me after long life spent in 
study—and study means unlearning as 
well as learning—to be a student’s first 
duty to retain an open mind upon sub- 
jects which he has not found time to 
probe to the bottom.’’ 

Some of the most interesting pages in 
the book are devoted to the press, which 
he regards as a very mixed institution 
of good and evil. He traces the fall 
in importance of editorial writing and 
the increasing importance of news with 
the transition from personal to imper- 
sonal journalism. 

The weer egg in the press of democ- 
racies, in his opinion, is that of mis- 
leading readers in international contro- 
versies. He asserts that the press fre- 
quently increases the danger of war 
by exaggerating the merits of the posi- 
.tion taken by its own country and sup- 
pressing the case for the other. The 
war with Spain is given as an instance 
in which the press of this country is 
alleged to have misled the nation. 

unt Bryce does not discuss me 
Japanese question, concerning which 
some observers have held that the great 
weight of the press of the United States 
has been thrown into the scale for ap 
treatment of Japan and full heari 
her side of the controversy.

Viscount Bryce does not discuss Rua- 
sia because of thé wéll-known difficulty 
in getting a trustworthy set of facts. 

“The accounts,” he says, '‘ which have 
reached England of the structure of the 
Soviet Government do not altogether 
agree, and that structure itself does 
not appear to be uniform all over Rus- 
sia.”’

Everywhere 
the administration of criminal justice 
isso defective that a ,very high au- 
thority has called it ‘a disgrace to 
American civilization.’ In France the 
inferior judges are not altogether 
trusted.

Jobbers Said to Anticipate Action on 
Prices by the Mills. 


Not for some time has an announce- 
ment by a local dry goods jobbing con- 
cern attracted more attention in this 
market than the list of special prices 
on standard lines of bleached and un- 
bleached cottons that has been sent 


out by the domestics department of 
Claflin’s, Inc. Several of the _ best- 
nown brands in the list are offered 
more cheaply than the current mill

-4 bleached muslins, ror instance, are 
quoted at 16% cents, while the last mill 

rice was 1 cents. Bleached Lons- 

ale muslins of the same width are 
quoted at 14% cents, against the mill 
price of 15% cents. 

Several other standard grades of 
bleached muslins, nainsooks, cambrics, 
&c., are also offered “ special.”” Pep- 
pera “R" wnbleached muslin, 36- 

ch, is quoted at 10% cents. Norwood 
standard wide sheetings, bleached and 
unbleached, are priced from 1 to 4 
cents a yard lower. 

The goods are offered subject to pre- 
vious sale and acceptance of order by 
the seller. Prices are subject to 
change without notice. Selling terms 

ve 2 per cent. discount for payment 

ten days, with sixty days’ dating. 

The new figures wére said yesterday 
to anticipate the naming of lower prices 
by first hands in the near future in 
keeping with the drop_in the gray 
cloths that has taken place since the 
last mill prices were made. Action of 
this kind has already been taken by 
certain first hands in the case of un- 
branded lines. 

Inquiries made yesterday of some of 
the commission houses which distribute 
the branded cloths marked down in the 
Claflin list brought out the fact that 
its issuance will not hasten a repric- 
ing of the goods by first hands.

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GERMANY’S ABILITY TO PAY. 

The note or memorandum sent by 

Secretary HucHes to Dr. Srmons in 
‘ Berlin commits the United States to 
the support of the Governments of the 
Allies ‘‘ in holding Germany responsi- 

“ ble for the war and therefore moral- 
“*}y bound to make reparation so far 
* ** ag may be possible.’’ Mr. HuGHEsS 
sees in Dr. Srmons’s memorandum 
the expression of a desire on the part 
.of the German Government “to 
“* afford reparation up to the limit of 
** German ability to pay.’’ Again he 
speaks of ‘‘ a prompt settlement which 
“will at the same time satisfy the 
*‘ Just claims of the Allies and per- 
‘« mit Germany hopefully to renew its 
** productive activities.’’ The United 
States sustains the demands of reason 
and justice. The Allies did not. ask 
of Germany more than they thought 
she could pay; their demands, far be- 
low what they might justly claim, 
have been restricted to their estimate 
of ‘Germany’s ability to pay. We are 
et. one with the allied. Governments, 
therefore, in respect to the German 

tions. 

Secretary HucHEs has made a state- 
ment which even the Germans will 
understand. It is definite except for 
a single point. He says that ‘‘ this 
** Government Believes that it recog- 
“¢ nizes in the memorandum of Dr. 
““ SrmMONS a sincere desire on the part 
** of the German Government to re- 
~ ** open negotiations with the Allies 
** on a new basis,’’ and hopes that the 
renewed negotiations may lead to ‘‘a 
prompt settlement.’’ Evidently Mr.- 
. HucHes had some difficulty in recog- 
* nizing this ‘‘ sincere desire.’’ If the 
expression of it is to be found any- 
where in Dr. Stmons’s memorandum, 
it-ts' probably in his statement that 
Germany is ‘‘ honestly willing to fol- 
low the path it has suggested,’’ that 
is, “* peaceful discussion and under- 
standing,’’ apparently on the basis of 
an “t examination by unbiased experts 
of Germany's ability to pay.'’ That 
would seem to be nothing more than 
@ plea for delay and postponement. 

That Germany, estimates her own 
ability to pay as equal to the estimate 
made by the Allies and embodied in 

the accord of Paris is plain from Dr. 

Srmons’s declaration that she ‘‘ would 

** not be unwilling. to assume the obli- 
“* gation of the interest and amortiza- 

‘tion of the foreign debts of the 

** Allied and Associated Powers within 

“the limit of her capacity, should 

“this measure be entertained by the 

** Allied and Associated Governments 

** and their creditors.’ .The total of 

the interallied debts, including the 

$8,630,000,000 owed to the United 

States, is not far from $16,000,000,000. 

This is very close to the principal 

gum demanded of Germany by the 

allied Governments. Certainly it can 
make no great difference to Germany 
whether she make over this -sum 
- with the interest charged upon it 
in reparation payments to those 

Governments or pay an equivalent 

sum to Great Britain ‘and the 

United States in the form of in- 

terest and amortization instalments to 

discharge the debt.. But Dr. Srmons 
makés a reservation more significant 
and controlling than all the Lodge 
reservations put together. Germany 
will assume this obligation, he de- 
clares, ‘‘ within the limit of her 
capacity.’’ If this brilliant suggestion 
had not already been disposed of that 
phrase .would make an end of it. 

Whether the Allies would be willing to 

reopen negotiations with Germany on 

the basis of expert examination or any 
other is primarily their own affair, but 

it is also the affair of the world and 

of the United States, for the settle- 

ment of the. reparation question is of 

vital’ importance to international 
_ trade.

The tone and substance of 
re) Dr. SIMoNs’s -memorandum addressed 
to our Government is not of a nature 
to encowrage the belief that he is sin- 
cere in asserting Germany's willing- 
ness to pay so far as she is able. If 
evasion is still her purpose, and that 
impression is sustained by a great ‘deal 
of evidence, there would be small hope 
of a just settlement as the result of 
any new negotiations. Germany, in

the hope that she can wriggle out of 
her obligations. If she forces the allied 
Governments to ‘form. that opinion 
of her tactics, they may conclude that 
they have no other resource save to 
continue and increase the pressure 
they are putting upon her ,to compel 
compliance with their just demands. 


COAL AND CLASS WARFARE. 

If the British coal strike stood by 

itself the merits of the case would be 
so conclusively against the miners that 
they would be left without excuse. 
They do not question the official fig- 
ures which show that the coal indus- 
try has been carried on at a heavy 
loss. On March 23 the Mines Depart- 
ment issued its statistical summary 
for February. The total loss for that 
month was upward of $22,000,000. 
This went with a drop in production, 
as compared with January, of nearly 
2,000,000 tons of coai. In their con- 
ferences with the owners the opera- 
tives did not.deny that the wages they 
demanded would cause a steady def- 
icit.- The mine owners offered to fore- 
go all profits for a peried, giving to 
the miners all but fixed charges, and 
determining wages on that basis. But 
the men refused. They insisted that 
the Government—that is, the taxpay- 
ers—make up the monthly deficits. At 
Glasgow, Mr: Ropert SMILuigr, the 
leading advocate of tho nationalization 
of coal, mining, said that he did not 
know what would happen if the mines 
were turned over to the workers. He 
frankly admitted, however, that in 
that case wages would have to be cut 
down. There could hardly be a clearer. 
showing up of the unreasonableness 
of the coal strike. 
It is not, however, a technical dis- 
pute about mining and wages that is 
exciting the Labor Party and troubling 
the Government in England. These 
things are what LiLorp GEORGE called, 
two weeks ago, mere ‘“ trivialities.’’ 
The big thing, the alarming thing, is 
the whole threatening program of the 
British labor leaders. The Prime Min- 
ister declared that this was ‘‘ revolu- 
tionary,’’ because it meant ‘* the de- 
‘* struction of private property, the 
‘* destruction of private enterprise 
‘* and conversion of the whole means 
‘‘of production into a great State 
‘* machine.’’ This statement was vio- 
lently resented at the time by the 
representatives of the~ Labor Party. 
Now they justify it, by both word and 
deed. Mr. ARTHUR HENDERSON chooses 
this critical hour to. assert that what 
the Labor Party seeks is the oppor- 
tunity to turn out LLoyp GEORGE, seize 
control of the Government and begin 
to run the country on its own plans. 
This is at once a confirmation of 
Luorp Gporae’s predictions and the 
selection of a field of political battle 
where all the advantages would be on 
his side. If the Labor Party persists 
in the reckless attitude indicated by 
Mr. HENDERSON, it will simply be giv- 
ing Luorp GrorcE a new I®ase of 
power. 

Mr. HENDERSON disclaims the idea of 
wanting a Soviet Government in Eng- 
land. He répels the accusation that 
he is an extreme Socialist. Pressed to 
give the program of thc Labor Party 
should it prove victorious in a general 
election, he explains that it would be 
to ‘‘ reconstruct society ’’ on the 
‘* principles of social justice and eco- 
nomic freedom.’’ This is precisely the 
sort of unmeaning phrase which Liorp 
GeroraeE ridiculed when he was deliver- 
ing his attack upon the champions of 
class warfare. It was impossible, he 
affirmed, to carry on a Government 
with lofty platitudes, and then with 
rough humor he went on: 

The platitudinarian was no good 
there. He liked a narrow plane that 
never came down to earth; he not 
merely wanted his airplane in the 
clouds, but would like to have his 
aerodrome there too. It could not be 
done. The laws of gravitation were 
against it. They would buzz about in 
the air as long as the petrol lasted, 
and then would come down with a 
bump. 

The strong likelihood is that this 
attempt at a bitter and uncompromis- 
ing class warfare in Great Britain 
will fail. It is plainly condemned by 
a great weight of public opinion. The 
Labor Party would be setting out to 
capture the popular vote just when it 
had -made itself intensely unpopular. 
Moreover, it will find a Government 
cool and prepared. Lioyp GeorGr will 
doubtless express entire readiness to 
reason together with reasonable labor 
leaders, but on the essentials he can- 
not surrender. He has gone too far 
for that. The course of action which 
he has deliberately and, as it would 





appear, with marked foresight chosen 


he would be supremely foolish to aban- 

don just when it promises so well. The 
immediate ‘hope must be that the more 
moderate men itt the Lebor Party will 
make their voices heard and their in- 
fluence felt in the next few days. One 
of them has just. warned his féllows 
that the leaders seem to him to be 
headed straight for a ditch. Whatever 
happens, it may be set down as cer- 
tain. that the British pcople and the 
British Government and the British 
Empire are not going to allow them- 
selves to be ditched. 
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INVESTIGATION AND POLITICS. 

After long delay, much hesitation, 
shuffling and ambiguity, parade of 
virtue and fear to exercise it, intro- 
duction, passing and choking-off of 
measures, the Republicans in the 
‘Legislature have been brought to the 
point of consenting to an investiga- 
tion of the New York City Adminis- 
tration. A resolution for the-appoint- 
ment of a legislative investigating 
committee will be passed this week; 
and the Governor is to appoint a 
Charter Revision Commission. Some 
Republican ‘‘ leaders ’’ here have been 
afraid of the political ‘results of an 
investigation: If they have been 
overruled, or krought to consent, they 
still have an utterly false | notion of 
the purpose for which the, investiga- 
tion should be undertaken. At first 
they were afraid it might damage 
Mayor Hyitan too much and prevent 
his renomination. Now they hope 
that it will weaken him, put him on 
the defensive and give the local Re- 
publicans a chance to win the mu- 
nicipal election next Fall. 

If the inquiry is conducted in such 
@ mere partisan spirit and hope it wilt 
fail. The people of New York have 
reasons to believe that the City Gov- 
ernment, 
at least, is not competent, economical 
or effective. They want a searching 
and - honest inqutry into all _ its 
branches. The. majority of them are 
not concerned with the effect of the 
results of such an inquiry upon a 
particular election. They want better 
government, not ‘‘campaign ma- 
terial.’’ Certain of the Republican 
‘“*Jeaders ’’ here can’t rid themselves 
of the obsession that, if the people of 
New York are sick of Tammany, they 
must be pining for the return of its 
ancient ally and partner, the Repub- 
lican machine. They talk ‘of a 
‘‘ straight-out ’’ Republican ticket. 
They pretend that the great vote re- 
ceived on account of a combination of 
unusual circumstances by Mr. Har- 
DING last Fall indicates that this is a 
Republican city, and that there will be 
no need of a municipal coalition. They 
play at forgetting the astounding vote 
given to Governor SmiTrH. Presum- 
ably this talk is only exaggerated 
‘* bluff,’’ emitted with a view to get- 
ting a large-or lion’s share of Repub- 
lican names on the coalition ticket 
foreseen to be necessary if Tammany 
is to be beaten. 

Still, there are-thousands of faithful 
Republican bosoms, especially in 
Brooklyn, that ache to defeat fusion, 
prefer the old-style Tammany rule to 
a capable and civilized independent 
administration. It is to be hoped that 
wiser counsels will prevail. Governor 
MILLER, a man’ of powerful intelli- 
gence, energy and will, has become 
the recognized leader of the Repub- 
lican Party in the State. He is under 
no obligations to the titular ‘‘leaders’’ 
of Greater New York. The inde- 
pendent and Democratic friends of 
good government in it look to him for 
a prudent and statesmanlike direction 
of the coming inquiry. Warped to the 
petty partisan objects of the bosslets, 
carried on to discover Republican 
‘* capital” for use in the Fall election, 
it will be barren and futile. Its con- 
clusions will not inspire conviction. 
The Republicans have an opportunity 
to do a considerable public service. 
Both for the public advantage and 
their own they should be careful not 
to waste that opportunity by trying 
to use it solely or mainly to benefit 
their party. 


“ MODERN RAILWAY WAGES.” 
r., Lauck, the consulting econo- 
mist of the railway workers whom the 
miners paid $47,650 for similar ser- 
vices, addresses to the Railway Labor 
Board an argument which is convinc- 
ing to all of his clients. The sub- 
stance of his plea is that the railways 
are incompetently managed, and that 
the. unions know how to save a billion 
a year by the expenditure of a trifle 
more than half a billion. The argu- 
ment might be regarded as closed on 
that basis if the LaborBoard, the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission and the 
public could believe that even labor’s 
best minds could earn 100 per cent. on 
the investment of any sum, even 
larger than the half billion so easily 
mentioned. The trouble with the argu- 
ment is that it is theoretical .merely, 
and that, if it is freely conceded, it 
leaves unanswered, even unnoticed, 
the argument of the railways. Proof 
that hundreds of millions are wasted 
by the railway managements in un- 
productive wage payments is not an- 
swered by a theory that. other hun- 
dreds of millions are wasted in. other 
ways. When the lawyers for the rail- 
way workers come to their evidence 
in answer to the railways’ case the 
balance of proof will be possible, and 
judgment may be rendered. Then it 
will be time enough to take up the 
proposal to spend $578, 000,000 to save 
a billion to be diverted into ‘‘ paying 
modern wages,” 
already the raflways

have spent 





in some of its departments f 


some billions for‘ that purpose. But 
the more the railways spend and the 
more they earn, the less they are al- 
lowed to keep and the more they are 
compelled to spend in ‘ modern 
wages.” When the railways spend 
$50,000,000 for machinery for feeding 
locomotive fires with less labor, ~ or 
$272,000,000 in modernizing locomo- 
tives to save coal costs and’ prevent 
the burning out of the fireboxes,. do 
those who ‘provide the money profit 
by it? Not at all. The firemen want 
their wages raised because the engines 
are heavier, and they want their 
hours shortened although their labors 
are eased. When they cannot induce 
the management to take that view 
they go to the Legislatures and ‘se- 
cure the passage of laws compelling 
the hiring. of unnecessary men, short- 
ening the trains for which the more 
powerful engines were provided, and 
so on without end. There is no better 
qualification for managing railways 
in the manner of, Mr. LaucK’s argu- 
ment. than earning the wages paid for 
the services rendered. That is the 
true source of ‘‘ modern wages.” 


PSYCHOPATHIC RELATIVITY. 

Professor EINSTEIN improves upon 
acquaintance, and so does his theory of 
relativity. It is not that one professes 
comprehension of either. To para- 
phrase an undergraduate’s answer as 
to the authorship of the Homeric 
poems, the theory of relativity, as we 
understand it, is not very well under- 
stood. But Professor EINSTEIN: smokes 
a briar pipe, and his theory, as he 
now expounds it, has also ~ more fa- 
miliar touch. It is not true that there 
are only a dozerf men in the world 
who know what he has been talking 
about, and he never said any such 
thing. It is his belief that most scien- 
tists. understand | him. As for his 
pupils in Berlin, they ‘‘ understood 
him perfectly.’’. They would. That 
was their business. The Herr Profes- 
sor’s theory, as they understood it, 
was comprehended absolutely. ~~ 

Nor need one be deeply perturbed by 
his abolition of time and space. That 
is an old sleight of the metaphysicians. 
According to thé autLor of ‘‘ Harvard 
Episodes’’ it was generally en- 
countered in second-year Philosophy. 
At least Mr. FLANDRAU tells of a soph- 
omore who, on his way back from Bos- 
ton, sat on the curb and wept copi- 
ously into the gutter, sobbing, ‘' Ino 
longer believé in Time and Space! ’’ 
But this happened on a Saturday 
night in the days of long ago. All 
the week that sophomore had en- 
deavored to maintain a philosophic 
calm on the subject, and had no doubt 
measurably succeeded. We of today, 
in our struggle with the concepts of 
relativity and annihilation, are forti- 
fied by a Constitution so amended and 
improved as to defy philosophy. 

It is true that we have not quite 
succeeded in our defiance. As Pro- 
fessor EINSTEIN remarks, the ‘‘ man 
in the street ’’ has felt the founda- 
tions of belief in upheaval. He has an 
explanation of the fact, regarding it 
as ‘‘ psychopathological.’’ It is an in- 
teresting theory; but to those who 
know our man in the street it is not 
plausible. ’ The true answer is democ- 
racy. The Declaration of Independence 
itself -{s outraged by the assertion 
that there is anything on earth, or in 
interstellar space, that can be under- 
stood only by the chosen few. Ali ex- 
citement will subside just as soon as it 
becomes known that the professor’s 
students, one and all, are absolute on 
the subject of relativity.

COLOMBIA’S ATTITUDE. 


A Denlal That Oil Concessions Are 
Affected by the Treaty. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: ° 

In THs New YorK Times of today ap- 
pears a special item to the efftct that 
ofl men want ratification of the treaty 
with Colombia; that Republican Senators 
opposing: the ratification assert that the 
lure of oil concessions revives the treaty ; 
that very few, if any, of the concessions 
for oil will be of value until the treaty 
is ratified and the $25,000,000 is paid; 
that some of the concessions were grant- 
ed with the definite stipulation exacted 
by officials of Colombia that such con- 
cessions would be canceled unless. the 
treaty became operative. 

This information has appeared to me 
so strange that I am constrained to 
reply. 

In February, 1917, I went to Colombia 
in representation of the Carib Syndicate, 
Limited, and of the Henry L. Doherty 
Interests to negotiate with thé Govern- 
ment of Colombia for the transfer of 
the Barco concession to the two interests 
mentioned. 

I effected the transfer under the ad- 


ministration of President Concha, and I 
desire to state in pgs ualified terms that 
in the operation of transfer ‘there were 
absolutely no conditions’ imposed either 
verbally or in writing other than those 
which figure in the transfer of the con- 
cession, and those were plain and 
equitable and usual. Thus, I may assert 
unqualifiedly that it is false that the 
Government of Colombia has ever im- 
posed such provisos or conditions. 

In fact, the Government of Colombia 
has not granted to Americans, other 
than in the case of the interests which 
I represented, and in the case of the 
Tropical, any concessions whatever ; ‘so 
there exist no such conditions or pro- 
visos as stated. 

T am no longer connected In any way 
with the Doherty interests nor with the 
Carib Syndicate! nor, in fact, with any 
company alae magi gl operating in Co- 
lombia, nor have I any interest what- 
ever there. If I address you today,. it 
is because I am impelled by the injus- 
tice of such charges. 

While in Colombia I was treated with 
the most Lge ‘woke attentions, and was 
accorded President Concha what. I 
sought, a not a single iota of condi- 
tion was attached to the operation.

of a concession, under hard conditions,

That the Colombians show rancor for 
us as a nation and view our investors 
in general with suspicion can scarcely 
be denied; but it has a certain basis or 
cause. 

It is lamentable that a Senator or 
Senators should make buch a daring and 
calumnious assertion as to allége black- 
mail on the part of Colombia. ~The 
treaty was made in good faith and 
should be ratified and paid in the same 
manner. Let us suppose California were 
snatched from us by Japan and we 
too feeble to enforce our rights, relying 
on a treaty that the Japanese later seek 
to evade by specious arguments and 
libelous statements. Would we regard 
‘them with saccharine eyes? 

Let us use justice; let us comply with 
our treaty honorably celebrated. If we 
desire a frank and cordial treatment 
let us do our part in the social pact.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read with much interest and 
great surprise the articles appearing in 
your paper of March 27, 28 and 29, and 
how it Is possiblé for a correspondent of 
the greatest. newspaper in America to 
get so much misinformation, is more than 
I can understand. 

In the last thirty years I have lent 
severai milliot dollars on Arkansas lands 
and have never lost a dollar in either 
principal or interest. 

When I came to this State we had 
about one-half. million people. Now we 
have more than two and one-half mil- 
lions. The population is made up .of 
thousands of people from the Northern 
and Eastern States, the writer having 
-—— born in Connecticut. 

e have been discussing building good 
roads in this State for several years and 
finally got started when prices of labor 
and materfal were high, and our roads 
are probably costing more than they 
would cost five years from now, but 
with the richest land on earth we have 
made up our minds that we are going 
to have it -protected from overflow, 
drained and roads built that..can. be 
traveled the year und. The farmers 
will save enough in the use of good 
roads in time and wear and tear on 
their teams and wagons:to pay the 
bonds, if they receive no other benefits. 

I'am not so familiar with other coun- 
ties as I am with Pulaski, but if we 
build every. road contemplated in this 
county, and five of them have not been 
started nor the assessment made, our 
total. tax for all purposes will not ex- 
ceed 55 mills, which is much less than 
they are paying in many popes: 
communities in the North. 

The writer is President of the Ke 
kansas Land Title Association and 
President of the Little Rock Real Estate 
Bureau, and it is part of our business to 
keep up with the question of taxation. 
The tax rate for Little Rock does not 
include special improvement districts, 
as it does in Northern States, for the 
reason that we cannot issue bonds under 
our Constitution, but if our road pro- 
gram is carried out we will still be taxed 
much less than they.are paying in other 
places. 

Seventeen pieces of property sold in 
the business district within the last year 
show an aggregate tax rate of only 29 
per cent. I.am today selling a piece of 
property, for cash, which is assessed 
at 21 per cent. of the price for which it 
is selling. I am also today paying the 
taxes on eighty acres of’ as fine: bottom 
land as there is in. the State, which 
would probably sell at this time, with 
cotton as low as it is, at $100 per acre, 
and it is assessed at $20 per acre. 

In every community there are some 
people opposed to paying taxes for any 
purpose. There are also isolated cases | 
of inequalities and injustices to some tax- 
payers, but to say that one out of every 
three farmers is broke and that the 
whole State is bankrupt is a statement 
that is resented by our citi

Virginia Property Left to Head of 
That Diocese—Legacies to 
Servants.

CHINA WOULD AMEND 
THE LEAGUE COVENANT 


Offers Substitute Article Recog- 
nizing Monroe Doctrine as Not 
Incompatible With It. 


GENEVA, April 4 (Associated Press) .— 
The Chinese Government has submitted 
an amendment ‘to Article 21 of tho 
League Covenant to the Amendment 
Committee of the LeAgue of Nations, 
which will meet here on April 5, substi- 
jtuting the following for the existing 
text: ; 

‘“‘“The Monroe Doctrine ig. récognized 
as not incompatible with any dispositions 
of the present compact.’’ 

Article 21 of the covenant reads: 
‘* Nothing in this covenant shall be 


‘|deemed to affect the validity of inter- 


national engagements, such as treatias 
of arbitration or regional ‘understandings 
like the Monroe Doctrine, for securing 
the maintenarice of peace.’ 

The Czechoslovakian Government also 
desires to amend the same article b 
substituting therefor a new article with 
the object of encouraging the conclu- 
sion of any convention tending to com- 
plete and elucidate engagements made 
with a view to maintaining peace or in- 
ternational collaboration, uch a con- 
vention, it holds, should be negotiable 
under the auspices of the Coundil and 
Assembly of the League in special con- 
ferences summoned. for that. special 
purpose. 

The Netherlands Government has sub- 
mitted two amendments, one: modifying 
the system of election for non-perma- 
nent Councilors, and the other dealing 

th the rules of procedure. It also pro- 
poses an amendment to Article 6, where- 
by the expenses of the League shall be 
borne by the members in a ratio to be 
fixed by the Assembly, whose duty it 
shall also be to decide of the annual 
budget and direc the accounting system, 

The French Government has announced 
by telegraph that it will submit an 
d4i@mendment to Article 9, relating to a 
permanent advisory commission on mili- 
tary, naval and air questions generally. 
The text of this amendment has not 
yet reached the secretariat. 


BADEN SUGGESTS INDEMNITY 


Order Releasing Neuf and Zimmer 
Mentions Wounding of Girl. 


BERLIN, April 4 (Associated Press).— 
The Baden Government’s order releasing 
Carl Neuf and Franz Zimmer, the 
American detectives who were impris- 
oned for attempting to arrest Grover C. 
Bergdoll, the American draft evader, and 
Eugene Stecher, his chauffeur, on Ger- 
man soil, contained this phrase: 

“The release is made ‘upon the ap. 
position that the young woman shot in 
the hand will be suitably compensated 
by the Americans, and that the two 
German-Americanhs, Bergdoll and 
Stecher will remain in wnoccupied Ger- 
man territory and undet no circum- 


stances be molested.”’ 


The insertion of the above clause was 
made against the advice of the Central 
Government in Berlin, it was learned 
officially today. It was éven believed 
the Baden neh be oc ps had decided not 
to make that stipulation, it was said in 
official quarters here, and the announce- 
ment of the contents of the release order 
Sere some surprise.

BOSTON, April 4.—James W. Gerard, 
former Ambassador to Germany, char- 
acterized as a lie tonight the story that 
he betrayed Sir Roger Casement, Irish 
peer, who was executed by the British 
Government during the war on charges 
of treason. 

Speaking in the Boston Opera House 
at a meeting in aid of the Irish relief 
fund, Mr. Gerard said: 

“Bver since I came back to this 
country some German sneaks and trait- 


ors have charged me with betraying 
Sir Rogér Casement. I want an oppor- 
tunity to deny that , He. That lie was 
started in Germany.

Persona] Counsel for John D, 
Rockefeller Succumbs at Day- 
tona After Two Operations. 


HANDLED IMMENSE GIFTS 


He Was Lega! Investigator for Foun- 
dation for 17 Yearse—Examined Proj-| > 
ects Before Donations Were Made.

DAYTONA, Fia., April 4.—Starr J. 
Murphy, counsel for the Rockefeler 
Foundation and personal legal adviser 
of John D. Rockefeller, died at a hospi- 
tal here at 9 o’clock this morning. fol-} © 
lowing a second operation performed 
Sunday by Dr. Stuart McGuire of 
Richmond.. His brief illness was due to 
an intestinal obstruction that the phy- 
siclans were unable to relieve. The 
body will be sent to Montclair, N. J., 
for burial. 


Since 1887 Mr. Murphy had made his 
home in Montclair and it was there 
that he met Frederick T. Gates, long 
an executive in the Rockefeller chari- 
table enterprises, and it was through 
him that Mr. Murphy, then practicing 
law at the head of his own firm, was 
first brought into the work that he 
afterward’ made his chief occupation. 

He was born at Avon, Conn., in 1860, 
a son of the Rev. Elijah D. Murphy, 
and a descendant of Dr. Comfort Starr, 
known as the ‘‘ Leech of Salem.” He 
graduated from Amherst in 1881 and 
from the Columbia Law School in 1883. 
Four years later he was married to 
Julia Brush Doubleday. 

After a short experience as clerk in 
the office of Chamberlain, Carter & 
Hornblower, he became @ member of 
the firm of Murphy, Lloyd & Boyd, ten 
years later changed to Murphy & Lloyd. 
But his manner of carrying out the first 
investigations assigned to him by Mr. 
Rockefeller, notably that in connection 
with the proposed gift to the Harvard 
Medical School, was so satisfactory that 
he was soon requested .to give up. his 


own law practice and make his head- 
quarters in the Standard Oil Building 
at Broadway. This he did.in 1904 
and since that time he had charge o 
the searching examinations that inva- 
riably precede any important donation 
by the Rockefeller interests. It was 


within the period of his tenure of this}. 


office that Mr. Rockefeller’s gifts at- 
tained such immense proportions.

SUGGESTS GOLDEN RULE 
TO RUN THE RAILROADS 


Besler of Jersey Central Says Na- 
tional Agreements Cost Roads 
$300,000,000 a Year.

CHICAGO, April 4.—When W. G. Bes- 
ler, President-of the Central Railroad of 
New Jergey, told the Railroad Labor 
Board today that the national working 
agreements with employes were costing 
the ‘roads $300,000,000 a year, F.. P. 
Walsh, the unions’ attorney, asked him: 

‘If these national agreements -to 
which you object were abrogated, would 
you: be willing to ask -the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to reduce — the 


‘rates by that much?’”’ 


‘“‘That would be “a reasonable: conclu- 
sion, if properly interpreted,’’ ' Mr. 
Besler repliid.’’ ‘‘ ‘As the fifty-cent dol- 
lar increases in purchasing power, both 
Wages and rates:could be reduced in a 
corresponding degrée.’’ 

Walsh questioned Mr. Besler as to 
his attitude concerning the rights of 
employes to organize as effectively as 
possible, ‘' just. as the Central of New 
Jérsey made its o of New Je as power- 
ful as the laws of New Jersey would 
permit.”’ 

‘Old Kaiser Wilhelm was the only' 
man. who ever tried to impress his 
whims and ideas ob the people as a 
whole, and he .dead one,’’.

Solomon anil Orr Retain: Their 
Seats by Overwhelming | 
Majorities. 


ENDS FIGHT FOR THIS YEAR 


Leaders Hold That Socialist Party 
Has “Legally Removed.” the 
Stigma, of Disloyaity.

ALBANY, April 4.—The Assembly. re- 
fused tonight to oust’ Charles Solomon 
and Samuel Orr, Socialist members from 
New York. The House defeated over- 
whelmingly attempts to revive. resolu- 
tions asking their unseating, which had 
been killed in the Judiciary Committee. 
The motion on the Orr resolution was 
lost by a viva voce vote. The Solomon 
motion wag lost, 90 to 41. 

Solomon and Orr were permitted to! 
retain their seats. because the stigma of’ 
disloyalty which resulted in their expul- 
sion from the Legislature on two occas- 
ions last year had been “legally re- 
moved,” accorting to Chairman Louls 
M. Martin of the Judiciary Committee. . 

‘Since theft expulsion, last year the 
Socialist, Party of America has amended 
‘tts Constitution,- and: by doing 20 by 
referendum has repudiated’ the very rea- 
sons why we last year expelled not only 
Solomon ‘and.

MEXICO. DEPORTS AMERICAN. 


Linn A. E. Gale Reported Delivered 
to United States Authorities. 


MEXICO CITY, April 4.—Linn A. E, 
Gale, an American radical, who was 
arrested here Friday night, has been 
deported. from Mexico by the Way of 
Vera Cruz, it is said by newspapers of 
this city. There is a general impression 


| in this city however, that he has been 


itaken to Laredo to be turned over to 
| United States authorittes. 

Government officials announced on 
Saturday that he would be turned over 
to. American agents, but later declared 
he would go-to Vera Cruz, where he 
would take a steamer. for an unnamed 
port, probably Havana. Although. the 
authorities are silent as to the where- 
abouts of Gale, President Obregon has 
issued a formal statement asserting that 
he has been deported because of his 
activities. against the present Mexican 
Administration, and classing him as a 

‘ pernicious foreigner.” 

It is understood two other radicals 
who have been active Soviet ropagan- 
dists will be deported in a few~ days. 
Gale's: deportation did not cause any 
undue excitement among communists 
here, many of them being ‘unsympathetic 
with his views.

“Kentuckian Wears Down His 


Rival, and Finally Wins With 
Bar and Hammer Lock. 


LEWIS OFTEN IN DANGER 


Challenger Takes Aggressive in 


Early Stages but Runs Afoul of 
Series of Wristlocks. 


Ed -Stranger Lewis successfully de- 
fended his title of heavyweight wrest- 
ling champion at the Seventy-first 
Regiment Armory last night, when he 
threw John Pesek of Ravanna, Neb., 
but before he emerged victor he knew 
he had been in a struggle to keep his 
laurels, and the crowd that saw the 
bout knew that a new star had dawned 
on. the wrestling firmament. Lewis 
pinned the Shoulders of Pesek to the 
mat at the end of 1 hour, 34 minutes 
and 32 seconds with a wrist hold which 
he shifted to bar and hammer hold at 
the last second and’ with whieh he 
forced his rival to yield. 

‘No-one was probably more pleas 
when Referee George Bothner declared 
the bout over than was Lewis. The 
champion was perspiring from every 
pore, and was puffing and near ex- 
haustion. He seemed to be more tired 
than, Pesek, who. much better con- 


ditioned, displayed wonderful stren 
and remarkable speed for a man of 
size right up to the very time that ped 
fell into the fatal grip. Lewis weighed 
282 pounds d Pesek 195. Lewis took 
advantage of his weight on several oc- 
casions. In the long run he made it 
count heavily in his favor, as it was the 
weight he was able to throw behind his 
hold that enabled him to put Pesek on 
the mat finally. 

Pesek, however, made a fine impres- 
sion with a rather small but enthusias- 
tic ctowd.- He was fast and clever and 
time ‘after time he slipped out of dan- 
gerous holds like an eel. Lewis would 
appear to have him in a very bad way 
when: suddenly Pesek would twist, take 
a spin on his head and land on his feet 
fin the centre of the ring. The Nebras- 
kan delighted the crowd with several 
head, ‘spins in the last.few minutes of 
the bout, each of which got him out of 
trouble ,and one of which saved him 
from a fall when Lewis had him in 
seppardy with a crotch hold. 


‘Pesek Shows Gameness. 


Pesek ‘has long, sinewy muscles which 
contrasted sharply with the bulging 
muscles of the champion. He was ag- 
gressive and game and was no sooner 


on his feet after a tussle on .ne mat 
then he. was right back after Lewis. 
About fifteen minutes before the end 
e the champion made a series of 
lunges at Pesek, evidently with the in- 
tention of. tiring him. He rushed from 
one .futile hold to another without giv- 
ing Pesek a chance to get set. ut 
Pesek turned and took a hand in the 
: ing and in a few seconds more had 
is on the mat and struggling. The 
askan used a double wrist lock to 
advantage throughout the bout and sev- 
eral times had Lewis close to defeat, 
but the champion was always able to 
wriggle loose when he seemed to be at 
the last of his resources. 
‘Lewis appeared to. be at a disadvan- 
tage without being able to use his head- 
, and once toward the end he forgot 
and, rushing at Pesek, clamped on a 
lock and aaa to bear his opponent to 
the mat. ere was a cry from every 
Both of the house, but Referee George 
riven was quicker even than the 
to see it. He touched Lewis on 
the arm and told him to drop the hold. 
This left Pesek with a body hold, but 
it did not result in any real advantage. 
The hold that really paved the way 
for the defeat of Pesek was a wrist 
1l6ck which re is et about five minutes 
before the end e got a tight grip 
on Pesek’s right wrist and applied every 
bit of pressure he could. Te squeezed 
the wrist so tightly that the hand turned 
white as the circulation was cut’ off. 
Pesek struggled for nearly two minutes 
and at one time appeared to be going 
— onto his back. With a desperate

: t was one of the hardest mat contests 
of the season, and the champion was 
haben op exhausted when it was 
throug So clever had been Pesek’s 
method of attack that there were numer- 
ous occasions when the champion was 
made to look almost foolish. Frequently, 
in the last half hour, Pesek, on his back, 
would spin around on his head and 
throw himself to the centre of the ring 
on his feet, while Lewis remained on 
the mat and the crowd laughed at him. 

There were cheers for Lewis when it 
was all-over, but Pesek was easily the 
crowd's favorite, and all the real enthu- 
siasm of the evening had already been 
expended in cheering the challenger. 

Lewis and Pesek started operations at 
9:22. The champion weighed 232 pounds 
and the Neb¥askan 195. The latter ap- 

ared to be the better trained of the 
wo, his long, lithe, muscular equipment 
showing to better advantage than the 
bulging muscles of the Kentuckian. 
Pesek introduced a novelty in ring cos- 
tumes. He wore full length red trunks 
and leather kneepads. 

The bout was full of action from the 
very start, and it soon became apparent 
that the loss of his favorite headlock 
had cramped the champion’s style con- 
siderably. He seemed to have no ef- 
fective substitute; while, on the other 
hand, Pesek was versatile. The Nebras- 
kan had'a wide variety of holds and 
knew how to use them to the best ad- 
vantage.

IN VERBAL BATTLE 


Inning After Disputing Um- 
+o -pire's. Decision. 


SERIES MAY BE CANCELED 


Washington Won't Play If Brennan 


Officiates, Says Griffith, and 
McGraw Upholds Arbiter. 


Speotal to The New York Times, 

JACKSON, Tenn., April 4.— Major 
league baseball got another hard blow 
and the diplomatic relations between the 
Giants and the Washington team 
were threatened by the latter’s refusal 
to abide by a decision by Bill Brennan, 
the umpire, in the game here between 
the two clubs this afternoon. 

As a result the Giants won by forfeit, 
9 to 0, and 3,000 persons, many of whom 
had come as much as a hundred miles 
to see the big leaguers, suffered a great 
disappointment, as the contest did not 
go even three innings. However, the 
management gave the fans their money 
back, To the credit of the spectators 
it must be said that they took the. disap- 
pointment as probably no other fans 
would have taken it. They were or- 
derly and very strong in their sympathy 
for the Giants. 

The New York and Washington clubs 
are scheduled to play in Knoxville to- 
morrow, Petersburg on Wednesday, 
Norfolk on Thursday, Washington on 
Friday and at the Polo Grounds -on 
Saturday and Sunday, but it’s dollars 
to doughnuts that the tour will be 
called off—that is, in so far as the Sena- 
tors are concerned. John McGraw said 
this evening that he intended to take 
the Giants to the various cities sched- 
uled, ready to play the Washingtons. 

“Jf Clark Griffith does not care to 
have his club continue this series, that’s 
his own business,’’ said McGraw. ‘‘ But 
we will be on every field, prepared to 
play. I understand that Griffith has 
said that he will not play. If the Sena- 
tors do not appear, we will file a claim 
for damages with the National Commis- 
sion. I already have telegraphed to 
John Heydler to enter a claim with 
Judge Landis for our share of the re- 
ceipts for this afternoon’s game. If the 
Senators do not want to play us, we 
will schedule local clubs in the various 
cities. But Griffith's action will not dis- 
concert me in any way nor will it bring 
any change in the itinerary of tho 
Giants.’ ~ 

Griffith Issues Ultimatum. 


When pressed for his decision, Griffith 
said that he had determined not to play 
the series if Bill Brennan umpired. Mc- 
Graw later said that Griffith had not 
notified him officially of that decision. 
‘But Brennan umpires, or there will be 
no games,’’ Mac added. So the series 
may be regarded as off. 

The incident which broke up the ex- 


hibition came with one out in the clos- 
ing half of the third inning. The Sena- 
tors had scored one run in the first and 
another in the third, while the Giants 
had got one in the third, too: Barnes 
epened with a single and stole second.

Lasker today admitted that it would 
be difficult for him to win the game. 
Capablanca, while acknowledging. the 
somewhat superior position of Lasker, 
said he was surge that with care and 
dtliberation in his play he‘ would be 
able at least to effect a draw. 

Experts here today. explained why the 
contestants have stuck so closely to one 
opening thus far in the contest—namely, 
the queen’s gambit declined. Only twice 
have the players varied from this open- 
ing. Lasker once essayed a Ruy Lopez 
and Capablanca once offered a four 
knights’ game. - The other six games 
have seen the queen’s gambit offered. 

The queen’s gambit, while more safe 
for the white, offers more lines of play 
and better chances for winning, say the 
experts. The theory of the experts con- 
cerning the other two openings is that 
they are so well known, as far as at- 
tack and defense are concerned, as 
make it almost impossible to have a 
winner returned. 

The opinion among. the expert ob- 
servers of the games thus. far played 
here is that they have been masterpieces 
in chess strategy.

AID FOR PASSPORT VICTIMS. 


Hughes Reported to Have Ordered 
Return of Many Deported. 


Several hundred immigrants, mostly 
women and children, who recently were 
deported to Europe because passports 
which they had obtained in good faith 
were fraudulent, will be sent to this 
country a second time and admitted, 
according to an announcement made 
yesterday by Harry H. Schlact, head 
of the Committee on Immigrant Aid at 
Ellis Island.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks - irregular With Some/ 


Further Declines —No 
Change in Money. 


No change in the financial markets 
was visible at the beginning of the 
week. Money rates remained at last 
week's level, with 6 per cent. touched 


jagain for ‘call loans on the Stock Ex- 


change. Sterling was slightly lower; 


action to the British coal strike situa, 
tion, but the decline was no greater 


j than has occurred at frequent intervals 


since the recovery in rates began. 
Prices on the stock’ market hardly 
moved in the ‘majority of issues. The 
familiar tactics were pursued, of con- 
verging heavy speculative sales on two 
or three industrial stocks, with resultant 
sudden and sharp declines; but even. in 
those instances the repurchases followed 
so quickly as to leave the day’s net 
change -comparatively unimportant. 
Taken as a whole, the Stock Exchange 
embodied a situation which used to be 
described as a market which had “ got 
into a rut,’’ and from which the in- 
ference usually: was drawn that some 
distinct change in the character of the 
movement was an early probability. 


this extent the attitude of the financiai 
public -generally—that it cannot see 
clearly ahead and is waiting for some- 
thing in the way of actual events to de- 
t:rmine its opinion, whereas in the mean- 
time such news as comes from the field of 
industry and company finance, although 
fully expected and ‘‘ discounted ” before- 
hand, has not been of a _ cheerful 
character. 

Yesterday’s money market was not af- 
fected by Saturday’s report of the past 
Week’s $93,500,000 increase in cash re- 
serve and 6% per cent. rise in reserve 
ratio at the New York Reserve Bank. 
The complete statement of the Federal 
Reserve indicates strikingly the two dis- 
tinct influences which have been at work 
in this remarkable expansion. Gold im- 
ports, which since January have re- 
mained in the vaults of that institution, 
account for $7,500,000 of last week’s in- 
crease and for the rise of $115,000,000 
in its actual gold holdings during the 
In February we im- 
ported $44,400.000 gold, and a statement 
iven out yesterday by the Reserve Board 
indicates that subsequent importations 
up to the end of March were close to 
$63,000,000—an amount which has been 
exceeded only in four months of 1916, 
in two of 1917 and in last October, when 
the Anglo-French loan was being paid 
off and the Reserve system’s foreign 
gold deposits were being called home. 
The movement has brought the total gold 
holdings of our Reserve system to the 
highest figure ever recorded ; last week’s 
$2,246,000,000 comparing with a previ- 
ous maximum of $2,201,000,000 on June 
6, 1919. 

But the New York bank’s gain in gold 
last week resulted in far greater meas- 
ure from a transfer to it of reserve 
money from the other banks in the sys- 
tem. While New York’s total gold re- 
serve rose $93,900,000 last week, the 
whole system’s increase was only $35,- 
700,000 and practically every other Re- 
serve Bank showed a decrease, ranging 
from’ $2,600,000 at Dallas to $20,000,000 
each at Cleveland and Chicago. As 
against the week’s rapid increase in the 
New York bank’s reserve ratio, the per- 
centage is substantially decreased in 
seven other institutions; two of the 
Southern banks in fact reporting now 
a lower percentage than at the end of 
Reduction in the bank 
rate at those institutions would there- 
fore seem unwarranted, while the lower- 
ing of the New York rate without similar 
reduction in these other districts would 
presumably cause heavy requisitions on 
New York for the benefit of the West 
and South. Even so, however, the ques- 
tion must remain whether any other re- 
course will be possible, if the rise of the 
New York reserve continues much longer 
at the recent pace.

The New York State In e Tax Bu- 
reau made public yesterday a new in- 
stallment of questions and answers on 
the administration of the State income 
tax. Some of the quéstions and answers 
follow: 

Tourist—During last summer I drove to 
the Coast. I was obliged to secure reg- 
istration plates in eight Western States. 
May I deduct these payments as taxes? 
Answer—Yes. 

-Teacher—Part of my salary is taken 
out for contributions ‘to the teachers’ 
retirement find. Is this deductible in 
my income tax return? Answer—No. 
You shoyld include in gross income your 
entire salary, including the amoynt're- 
served for your contributions to this 
fund. 

‘Harriet—Myself) and sister live | to- 
gether and are the. joint beneficiaries 
under the estate of a relative. This is 
our only income. Are we permitted to 
file a joint return under such circum- 
stances? Answer—No. Each taxpayer 
should file an individual return and 
claim $1,000 exemption.) 

Contractor—When I bought a lot to ‘put 
up @ garage there was a dilapidated 
warehouse on it. It cost me $1,800 to 
take this down and cart it away. Are 
these payments-deductible as business 
expenses? Answer—No.. The amount 
expended is an investrhent of capital 
and part of the cost of the new build- 
ing. 

On one I 
have my home, on another I rent the 
property, and the third is vacant. I 
pay $10 tax yearly on each lot to a wa- 
ter supply department owned by this 
village.

CHICAGO, <April 4.—The sport loving 
American entered his favorite brain test 
with zest thig year and showed a 
marked improvement in his ability’ to 
schedule income tax‘exemptions, accord- 
ing to figures released today by John 
Anicol, head cashier of the Internal 
Revenue Department. 

While only 40,000 residents. in the Chi-

It 
happened that she talked the matter 
over with Holland; who assured her that 
he would arrange fo: the publication of 
her’ son’s poems. 

About two weeks before the books were 
off the press Holland or*'* Dorian Hope,”’

ws ng absent. He never did show up.

International Society Commends 


Its Work—‘Trace of God’ 
Plan Presented. 


GENEVA, April 4.—The American 
Red Cross was the recipient of high 
tribute at the meeting today of the 
International Red Cross Conference. 
Deputy Michelli proposed the following 
resolution, which was adopted: 

‘The Tenth Red Cross Conference 
expresses its profound gratitude for the 
exceptional and admirable work accom- 
plished by the American Red Cross dur- 
ing and since the war.”’ 

Senator Circolo said that not only as 
President of the Italian Red Cross, -but 
as a private citizen, he wished to thank 
the Ameéricans.. Mme. Bisping of Po- 
land expressed the same feeling. 

Dr. Livingstone Farrand,:Chief of the 
American Red Cross Council, in return- 
ing thanks, said that the generosity 
and support of the American public 
permitted the carrying on of the great 
work. The smaller countries with their 
Red Cross Associations, he added, also 
were doing useful work. 

General Mille of Spain brought the 
g wishes of King’ Alfonso. Dr. 

olowieff of the’ Russian Soviet tele- 
graphed, complaining that Russia had 
not been invited to attend the: confer- 
ence. President Ador denied this, de- 
claring that: all Red Cross countries 
had béen invited. 

Mile. Masaryk of Czechoslovakia de- 
manded a ‘truce of God ’’~-three days 
yearly in every ‘country of the .world 
when politics and disputations between 
politicians and newspapers’ should 
cease, and the time devoted to inter- 
national Red Cross work for humanity. 
The motion was adopted.
